on Battleships 


Facts Show That Battleships 
Are Still Supreme 


HE erroneous deductions which 

have been made at large from the 

recent bombing tests against the old 
US. battleships Virginia and New Jersey 
are very disturbing to both the Army and 
the Navy. They should be equally de- 
plored by even the most ardent supporters 
of air power. 

The principal false general deduction is 
that the tests give further confirmation to 
the theory that the advent of land-based 
air power has made the battleship obsolete. 
If this is true, then all other surface types 
of fighting ships are obsolete, together with 
land coast defenses in any form, whether 
guns or troops, except air forces. On this 
assumption it would be logical to abolish 
all navies except submarines, all coast ar- 
tillery and a large part of the mobile arm- 
ies, both at home and abroad. It would 
be especially logical to do this in Europe, 
where navies are necessarily closely adja- 
cent to large foreign air forces; and it is 
worth noting that there is no such ten- 
dency abroad, but the reverse. If there is 
tobe a general abolition of surface navies, 
as would follow from the faet of land- 
based air power making the battleship ob- 
solete, then our military aviation will have 
little if anything left to fight, and should 
in its turn be practically abolished. This 
may be a pleasing prospect for advocates 
of disarmament, but it is so far from any 
reasonable basis in fact and reality that 
the spread of the doctrine of air power 
scrapping Battleships should give much 
concern to everyone interested in national 
defense ; aviators and civilians 20 less than 
military and naval men. 





Air Defense Very Expensive 


Another generally accepted fallacy re- 
garding air power is that it is a cheap 
form of military or naval power. Let us 
take the recent bombing tests to illustrate 
this point, so important to the American 
taxpayer. Under the most favorable con- 
ditions that could have been devised for the 
planes—a target dead in the water, offering 
nO resistance whatever, virtually no wind to 
handicap accurate aim, atmosphere warm 
and clear, course from shore to target un- 
mstakably marked by a line of vessels, 
Planes operating singly without the diver- 
Sons of a close formation, practice runs 
Past the target and dropping small trial 
bombs to give aiming corrections, return-~ 
ig for a second time to drop the real 
bomb only after such corrections had been 
applied to the sights, exercising the great- 
st deliberation in the approach with no 
thought of danger, dropping more than

mal wind conditions had further prevailed 
to disturb the aviator’s aim, the percent- 
age of hits would have been reduced to a 
maximum of ten, including those landing 
close enough in the water to do substan- 
tial damage. If, also, the trial runs to 
determine sight corrections had been de- 
nied, a fair assumption of accuracy would 
be less than eight per cent. 

Now picture the elimination of other 
obvious forms of artificiality. Imagine a 
dashing approach in formation, covered by 
friendly fighting planes, resisted, even 
though not stopped, by hostile planes, gy- 
rations in the air to reach the firing point 
with the least practicable loss, maintaining 
an altitude above 6,000 feet to minimize 
losses from the battleship’s barrage, reso- 
lutely going into the barrage to reach the 
small zone from which hits are only possi- 
ble, final aim disturbed by bursting schrap- 
nel, by unsteady piloting, by having to 
keep formation, by the need for getting 
out of the barrage instantly after’ the 
bombs are dropped. It would be favoring 
the aviation side of the case to say that 
under such realistic circumstances our 
eight per cent. of hits would have to be 
reduced only to four per cent., including 
as hits those bombs which, while not strik- 
ing the ship herself, landed close alongside 
in the water. Only about two per cent. 
would actually make contact with the hull. 


Not a Fair Test 


It should require about four direct con- 
tact or very close water hits with 2,000- 
pound bombs to sink a modern battleship. 
True enough, one direct hit with an 1,100- 
pound bomb was sufficient to sink each the 
Virginia and New Jersey, and that they 
were materially damaged by- other bombs 
landing in the water. But those ships 
were of such antiquated desiga and vulner- 
able construction as to make them mere 
cockleshells as compared with a modern 
super-dreadnaught, whose decks are or- 
mored against penetration by bombs, and 
whose under-water hulls are specially de- 
signed to withstand damage from external 
explosion. 

If we assume four direct or very close 
hits ag necessary to sink a modern battle- 
ship, and that under the conditions of bat- 
tle bombing planes may be expected to 
make about four per cent. of such hits, we 
have a basis of comparison to serve our 
purposes. If each plane carries one bomb, 
it will require 100 planes to sink a battle- 
ship. To ensure that 100 planes will reach 


” 


the hostile battleship it will be necessary 
to start with considerably more than 100 
at the base. Some will have engine or pro- 
peller or some other trouble, others will 
fail to find the target before fuel is ex- 
hausted, others will be brought down by 
hostile planes or by gunfire. Probably 120 
planes would be a conservative estimate 
of the number which must be provided in 
order to drop 100 bombs at the battleship 
and make four hits. Necessarily, all such 
estimates as the above are subject to error, 
but at least they are not fantastic, such as 


have been many of the published deduc- 
tions by non-technical persons from the 
recent bombing tests. The foregoing is 


probably as near the truth as can be ascer- 
tained at this time. Certainly, it does no 
substantial injustice to the aeronautical 
side of the case. 


Facts to be Considered 


Extravagant advocates of the latter case 
talk of penetrating deck armor and sink- 
ing ships with huge 4,000-pound and even 
larger bombs. To penetrate moderately 
heavy armor a container must be provided, 
so heavy that at the maximum velocity 
which bombs can attain (only about 500 
feet per second) the explosive charge must 
be very small. The use of large bombs 
also involves large planes. The Martin 
bomber might not be able to rise from the 
ground with a 4,000-pound bomb, but if she 
could, it would be with fuel supply, and 
hence radius of flight, reduced to very 
small proportions. Larger planes involve 
much larger costs. Martin bombers cost 
about $45,000 each. A plane that could 
readily handle a 4,000-pound bomb, with 
good radius of action, would cost over 
#1 00,000, 

The only reasonable quarrel that might 
be made with the foregoing figures as to 
accuracy of bombing would be on the as- 
sumption that the bombers had obtained 
almost complete control of the air before 
making the attack. In that case their 
bomb-dropping would be considerably more 
accurate, and hence the number of planes 
and the expenditure of money necessary to 
defeat the battleship would be less. This 
argument is frequently advanced by air 
radicals. Control of the air in the sense 
of giving virtual immunity to the bombers 
will be exceedingly difficult to attain. Short 
radius of action of combat planes is one 
great obstacle. Disregarding  reinforce- 
ments from plane-carrier ships, which, the

ROM far away Camp John Hay, P.I., 

under date of Aug. 2, 1923, 1st Sergt. 
Romnaldo Estimo, Co. A, 45th Infantry 
(P.S.), sends to the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL some interesting data given be- 
low on the record shooting by natives from 
the Igorotte tribes of northern Luzon, mak- 
ing up the companies. The data shows 
the possibilities of development of the na- 
tives into crack shots. Sergt. HEstimo 
says: 
The writer has noted in your columns 
the records made by various organizations 
of the Regular Army on the target range 
for this year, but as yet has seen nothing 
to equal the scores made by our detach- 
ment of Igorotte Philippine Scouts troops 
stationed at Camp John Hay, P.I., com- 
posed of Cos. A and B, 45th Infantry (P. 
S.), Capt. J. C. McGovern, P.S., com- 
manding. Here are the scores:

Co. B, Capt. Walter S. Wood, Inaf., qual- 
ified 100 per cent. with rifle and pistol. 
Co, A, Capt. J. C. McGovern, P.S., missed 
qualifying 100 per cent. with each of the 
three arms by an eyelash. They had: 

One man down with rifle—failed to qualify 
by one point. 

One man down with pistol—failed to qualify 
by one-half of one per cent. 

One man down with automatic rifie—failed 
to qualify by twelve points. . 

Co. A qualified 12 experts and 13 sha 
shooters with the automatie rifle, which, 
I believe, is a record for the entire Army. 

First Lt. Jerome G. Harris, Inf., as- 
signed to Co. A, assisted materially in ob- 
taining these results, he himself qualify- 
ing as expert with the three arms. 

It may be of interest to know that this 
detachment is enlisted from among the 
Igorotte tribes of northern Luzon, the 
home of the famous head-hunters. This 
detachment was organized in 1914 and un- 
til a few years‘ago the regulation uniform 
consisted. of blouse, campaign hat and the 
“G” string; the men wore no breeches, 
shoes or leggins. Even now recruits come 
here for enlistment wearing the native “G” 
string and nothing else. In fact, the Phil- 
ippine Scout Igorottes are the oaly mem- 
bers of their tribe who wear breeches. 

Governor Gen. Wood, who has always 
manifested a great deal of interest in 
Igorottes, sent the following letter to the 
detachment commander: 


MALACANAN PALACE 
Manila, July 5, 1923. 
Dear Capt. McGovern: 

Congratulations on the excellent shooting 
record of the 45th Infantry, Camp John Hay. 
It is perfectly fine. It shows not only 
work on the part of the men, but careful in- 
struction and supervision on the part of the 
officers. Sincerely yours,

There are two Infantry regiments in the 
Philippine Scouts, the 45th and 57th. The 
57th Infantry made the remarkable rec- 
ord of qualifying 100 per cent. of the en-

battleship is likely to have at hand, the 
battleship herself will carry fighting planes 
which need not be enticed up until the 
bombers actually appear. Then they will 
go for the bombers and it will take a great 
surplus of fighters from land to prevent at 
least one battleship plane from getting 
home. Even one hostile fighting plane fly- 
ing wild among 100 slow-moving, low-flying, 
lumbering bombers would do great dam- 
age in a few minutes. Moreover, it will 
cost a lot of money to provide a great sur- 
plus of land fighters to assure approximate 
control of the air. 


Cost by Figures 


Now what about costs? A modern super- 
dreadnaught costs approximately $25,000,- 
000 to build. One hundred and tweaty 
bombing planes, together with the spare 
engines which must be provided for each, 
cost more than $5,000,000. This looks bad 
for the battleship, on the basis of our pre- 
vious estimate that 120 planes are seeded 
to sink a battleship; but we must consider 
that a plane wears out in four years, 
whereas a battleship lasts twenty years. 
Hence we must multiply the plane costs 
by five, making a total of $25,000,000, or 
about the same as the cost of the battle- 
ship. If the bombers are to have a great 
surplus of fighting planes in attendance, 
then their cost must be increased about 
thirty per cent. Making all due allow- 
ance for possible erroneous assumptions 
in the foregoing data, not susceptible of 
accurate statement at this time, certainly 
the advocates of substituting bombers for 
battleships in the defense of our coasts 
cannot reasonably maintain that bombers 
are substantially cheaper than battleships. 


Air Power and Sea Power 


But even if air power was very much 
cheaper than sea power, which it is not, 
it would never serve as a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for sea power; and this is the great 
fallacy in the assumption that the bomb- 
ing tests or the advent of air power have 
made the battleship obsolete. We read 
startling accounts of Martin bombers fly- 
ing across the continent in two or three 
hops, and of the possibility of larger planes 
doing it in one hop. , When the Martin 
bomber flies 1,500 miles without alightiag 
every bit of weight she carries above the 
minimum necessities for the pilots and 
plane itself is in the form of gasoline, most 
of it in temporarily rigged tanks. When 
the same plane is fully equipped with 
bombs and other accessories for combat 
service she can do only about 360 miles in 
one flight. If she is loaded with addi- 
tional weight in the form of a boat hull, 
to make her suitable for work against battle- 
ships off the coast she would have difficulty 
in lasting for 300 miles, that is to say she 
could cover a zone of only about 150 miles 
off shore. Thus when it comes to fighting 
battleships, as compared with flying across 
the continent, the radius of action is re- 
duced from 1,500 to 150 miles. Probably 
future planes will increase the width of 
this sea zone of effectiveness. If so, they 
will have to be larger and more costly than 
the Martin bombers. ‘The Navy planes 
which flew from this country to Portugal 
in three hops cost $150,000 each, three 
times as much as a Martin bomber. But 
the probabilities of an effective control of 
the sea by land-based aircraft is too re- 
mote to consider. 

ether the bombers can fly fifty miles 
or 150 miles or 250 miles to seawards be- 
fore they must return is of no vital conse- 
quence to a fleet intent on blockading our 
coast. With no fleet of our own to inter- 
fere, the hostile ships could permanently 
so interrupt our sea-borne commerce as to 
throw millions of men out of work and to 
cause us a loss of billions of dollars in a 
short while. No air force could prevent 
this. The only possible way of stopping 
it, except through surrender, would be by 
tne operation of our own fleet. Moreover, 
the defense of our coast against the land- 
ing of hostile troops could be much more 
effectively accomplished by the employ- 
ment of a combined force, properly bal- 
anced as to the proportion of ships, air- 
craft and troops, than by a joint force de- 
ficient in ships and troops, though com- 
prising a surplus of planes. 


Modern Battleships Needed 


Finally, it may be said with every as- 
surance that if a hostile fleet comes to our 
shores it will comprise battleships, which 
can be properly opposed only by a fleet con- 
taining battleships of our own. If the day 
of the attack is near the type of battleship 


we will need most is the Colorado type, just 
completed. Those features of her design 
which pertain to air power, anti-air guns, 
catapaults, airplanes, horizontal deck ar- 
mor, compartmentation against undéf- 
water damage through external! explosion, 
ete., should be incorporated into many of 
our older battleships. If the day of at- 
tack is distant naval designers may be 
trusted to anticipate with reasonable fore- 
sight the alterations of design that should 
be incorporated into any new battleships 
on account of aerial progress. The battle- 
ship of twenty years hence may be a very 
different kind of ship in a great many re- 
spects from the present-day battleship, but 
she will still be a battleship. 

And moreover she will still be indispen- 
sable to the sea defense of our country and 
impossible of displacement by air power. 


Lessons from Army Bombing Tests 


The following data is based upon obser- 
vations taken from the transport which 
maintained station near the old Virginia 
and New Jersey used as targets. The 
course to these ships, which were thirty 
miles from shore, was marked by destroy- 
ers spaced at intervals. 

In each attack the planes flew singly, 
spaced about one-half mile apart, and be- 
fore dropping a bomb each plane flew over 
the target and dropped a small test bomb 
to give data for correcting sights to com- 
pensate for the speed of the plane and the 
force and direction of the wind. The tar- 
gets were stationary in the water, weather 
clear and little wind. 

In the first attack five Martin bombers 
each dropped one 600-pound bomb from a 
height of about 11,000 feet. All bombs 
missed by about 100 yards ahead of the 
ship. Then circling, the planes returned 
over the target and dropped another bomb. 
Of the latter salvo three bombs hit the 
New Jersey. Only superficial damage ap- 
peared to be done by these hits, such as 
slight rupturing of side plating, riddling 
of ventilators by fragments, ete. 

About an hour and a half later the sec- 
ond attack was made by seven bombers, 
each carrying a 2,000-pound bomb and 
flying at an altitude approximating to 10,- 
000 feet. After the sighting bombs were 
dropped the planes circled and dropped 
their heavy ammunition. No direct hits 
were made. One bomb landed close in the 
water alongside the New Jersey, which 
vessel afterwards took a slight list. which 
did not seem to inerease during the four 
hours that intervened until she was again 
attacked. 

Meantime attack number three was di- 
rected on a new target—the Virginia. 
Seven planes flying at 3,000 feet dropped 
a total of fourteen bombs, each weighing 
1.100 pounds. The fourth or fifth shot 
was a hit, near the mainmast;: all others 
missed, though one or two fell fairly close. 
The direct hit penetrated into the vitals 
of the ship and made a shambles of her. 
A half hour later the ship turned over and 
sank. 

The fourth attack, four hours after the 
second, was a return to the New Jersey as 
a target. From an altitude of about 3,000 
feet fourteen 1,100-pound bombs were 
dropped from seven planes. No direct hits 
were made. One bomb landed close along- 
side and seemed to slightly increase the 
ship’s previous list. No other fleet of this 
attack was noticeable. 

About an hour later two planes ap- 
peared with the last of the 1,100-pound 
bombs available. Each plane carried two 
such bombs. From an altitude not ex- 
ceeding 3,000 feet, and after the usual 
trial bombs had been dropped, three big 
bombs were let fall. The first fell near, 
the second was a miss, and the third a hit. 
Five minutes later the ship turned over 
and sank. 


Army View of 
Bombing Tests 


A* officer of the Army sends the Army 
AND Navy JouRNAL the following ad- 
ditional views on the bombing exercises: 
The bombing tests recently conducted 
near Cape Hateras by the Air Service 
with two obsolete battleships of the U.S. 
Navy as targets were of greatest interest 
to the combined Services and representative 
observers from foreign governments pres- 
ent at the exhibition. From the spectacu- 
lar viewpoint, the entire day, from the 
appearance of the first scouting plane at 
8.15 a.m. until the last visible portion of 
the hull of the New Jersey slipped beneath 
the calm surface of the water at 3.45 p.m., 
wag filled with incidents deserving of the 
attention paid by all who were able to wit- 
ness the drama. The demonstration in its 
every phase was well conducted by the Air 
Service. 
From the military viewpoint there was 


evidence on every hand of marked im- 
provement over 1921, when the Alabama 
formed the target for the bombing prac- 
tice off Tangier Island. Dismissing as far 
as possible all discussion of technical de- 
tails involving matériel and its employ- 
ment in the recent tests, there appeared to 
be four outstanding features of the day 
worthy of particular mention for the fu- 
ture thought and consideration of the mili- 
tary student. These were (1) The re- 
markable accuracy of the bombing from a 
higher altitude than heretofore exhibited ; 
(2) the “smoke curtain”; (3) damage re- 
sulting from direct hits, and (4) the ap- 
parent ease with which the Air Service 
maneuvered from an advance area base. 
The incidents of the day will show that 
the past two years have been productive of 
excellent results in the progressive devel- 
opment of all of these. 

The bombing from an altitudé of 10,000 
feet showed marked improvement over all 
air bombing of record. The percentage of 
direct hits, and water strikes so close in 
that they might be classed as hits, from 
planes at that height was an exceptional 
demonstration of marksmanship. From 
this it may be deduced that air bombing is 
definitely withdrawn from the games of 
chance and now ranks as a science among 
other marksmanship of precision. It must 
be borne in mind, however, that anti-air- 
craft battery development has also made 
strides in recent years. The defensive 
remedy is never far behind the offensive 
innovation. 

Not all of the air bombing exhibited was 
of the same quality. Had the following 
flights from lower altitudes scored as con- 
sistently as the first from the highest the 
“beaten zone” of the best 50 per cent. or 
75 per cent. of all trials would have been 
small indeed. 

In the next tests it is hoped that static 
targets will not be used exclusively. Radio 
control apparatus has been successfully 
used in the past and would add infinitely 
more value to tests of this nature. By 
this means the ship could be maneuvered 
in a manner simulating the protective tac- 
tics that would be used by the hostile ship 
were it manned and attempting to elude 
the enemy bomber. Similarly it is possible 
that some form of smoke projectile for use 
in the anti-aircraft batteries may be de- 
veloped before the next tests are conducted 
for the purpose of simulating the fire of 
the batteries from accompanying ships and 
at the same time establishing notice to the 
airplane and umpires that the plane is 
under effective fire. 

The “smoke curtain” proved an inter- 
esting innovation to those who had never 
witnessed this particular method of laying 
a screen. In fact, this use of titanium 
tetrachloride, “F.M.,” as it is more hand- 
ily termed, is a very recent development of 
the Chemical Warfare Service. While 
the employment of the “smoke curtain” is 
yet in its infancy, all tests to date have 
clearly shown that practical results are a 
certainty. “F.M.’ dropped from an air- 
plane at a certain altitude will develop a 
“smoke curtain” in a vertical plane ex- 
tending from the path of the airplane to 
the earth’s surface. The horizontal length 
of the “curtain” depends on the capacity 
and speed of the airplane. The thickness 
of the “curtain” is but a few feet in the 
average steady wind or calm, and this di- 
mension is immaterial so long as the neces- 
sary obscuring effect is obtained. The 
“smoke curtain” differs from the usual 
smoke cloud by this dimension of thick- 


ness. 
The Air Service intended to use the 
“smoke curtain” to screen the bombing 


planes from the simulated hostile anti-air- 
craft fire of ships in the fleet other than 
the immediate targets. With this particu- 
lar employment it is not essential that the 
curtain extend downward to the surface of 
the water. The effective curtain is neces- 
sarily placed in the direct line of sight of 
accompanying hostile ships and friendly 
bombing planes. In the bombing tests an 
actual representation of this could not be 
given, as all ships carrying passengers in 
the vicinity were there for the express pur- 
pose of observing and not having their ob- 
servation interrupted. 

The normal obscuring power of “F.M.” 
is very high and when correctly placed the 
curtain should remain effective for several 
minutes, the actual duration depending on 
the direction and velocity of the wind. 
“F.M.” is a liquid. Gravity causes the 
liquid to fall towards the earth as it is ex- 
pelled from the airplane in a stream, with 
the result that the formation of smoke con- 
tinues as long as the falling liquid retains 
its quality as such. As the curtain thus 
formed disperses it forms a cloud of gray 
mist, also of high obscuring power, that 
remains effective for a considerable time. 
In the tests of Sept. 5 one cloud drifted to- 
wards the Virginia, one mile from the 


point where the original curtain y 
formed, and obscured that battleship 
a large area around the ship for more thy 
twenty minutes. 

The Air Service, in the use of the “gmg 
curtain,” appears to have the necesg, 
tool for developing an efficient tactical m 
ploymeat of this aid. It is entirely yw; 
in the realm of reason that future wa 
will witness a battle fleet subdivided fy 
effective periods by curtains of sm 
dropped from hostile aircraft and the fics 
then attacked one section at a time. 

The Navy has a much more difficy 
problem in utilizing smoke so as to eff 
tively protect ships from hostile aireraf! 
This is due to the ability of the plane hop. 
ering at a height to observe a ship enyg. 
oped in smoke when the ship may be 
tinely screened from horizontal vision. Th 
all-water background is primarily respop. 
sible for this difference. How the diff. 
culty will be overcome is only a matter of 
conjecture at present. Development ma 
include the trial of a blue smoke to mate) 
in color as nearly as possible the color of 
the water background. In any event, th 
use of smoke in some form to cover th 
movements of the larger ships, supple 
mented by anti-aircraft fire from smalle 
ships, will probably be a solution worthy 
of development. , 

The “smoke curtain” suggests a still fy. 
ther development of chemical agents that 
might be utilized by the airplane agains 
the battleship. The airplane using the “PF 
M.” at the bombing tests first laid an jp}. 
tial curtain between the St. Mihiel an 
one of the targets. Had it been the inte. 
tion to cover the St. Mihiel with the smoke 
cloud, which later results from the “smoke 
curtain,” the curtain could not have bea 
more effectively placed. The wind dis 
persed the curtain around the St. Mihid 
screening the ship for several minutes ani 
remaining in the vicinity as a thin mist 
for several additional minutes. Had the 
smoke been a war gas the physical effect 
would have been gassed unless individually 
ical effect, however, would have been vast 
ly different. Every person aboard the ship 
would have been gased unless individually 
protected with anti-gas appliances. Had 
the transport been a battleship the result 
would have been the same. The use of gas 
by this method is nothing new. It has been 
known and tested for some time, but as ef. 
fective a demonstration, though not intend- 
ed in this instance, has not been previously 
staged that was witnessed by as largea 
class of observers from every branch of 
the government’s armed forces. 

The third outstanding feature of the r- 
cent tests was the unexpected damage r- 
sulting to the targets from direct hits. In 
the former bombing tests of 1921 when the 
Ostfriesland and Alabama formed the tar- 
gets direct hits were obtained, but it could 
not have been said that either ship was 
put out of action by any or all of them 
Both ships were not only put out of ac 
tion, but actually sunk by the detonations 
of large bombs alongside. Until the pres 
ent it was, therefore, believed that the 
seams of a battleship would open more 
readily from close-in detonation than from 
direct bits that detonated on or between 
the decks. In the recent tests neither tar 
get was sunk or even indisputably put out 
of action by close-in water strikes, al 
though there were several that detonated 
so close that it was supposed that the re 
sult of any one of them might be the sink- 
ing of the target as in the case of the Ost- 
friesland and Alabama. On the contrary. 
all incapacitating damage that occurred 
to the Virginia and New Jersey was the 
result of direct hits. 

The’ fourth noteworthy feature of the 
late tests is not last in order of importance 
by any means. The Air Service demot- 
strated a wide range of mobility for active

Fur- 
ther tests will be made on the packet after 
modifications have been made on the meth- 
od of folding the dressings. 

As a result of the tests on the bipods for 
the Browning automatic rifle an increase 
in the load carried by the auto-rifleman caa 
be avoided by a slight decrease in the num- 
ber of magazines carried or changing their 
distribution within the squad. 

Within the aext few months extensive 
tests will in all probability be made at 
Fort Benning under the supervision of the 
Infantry Board of small arms. These tests 
will include rifles of various types, iachud- 
ing magazine, auto-loading and automatic 
rifles. 

The Infantry Board has recommended 
the establishment of a permanent agency 
similar to the Ordnance Technical Com- 
mittee for the purpose of co-ordinating 
radio development throughout the Army 
and deciding questions of radio communi- 
cation which may arise between different 
Services. e 

Maj. Charles N. Sawyer and Lt. Paul S. 
Edwards, S.C., have been conferring with 
the Infantry Board on the formulation of 
a suitable program of radio development, 
with a view to adoption of a single stand- 
ard set for Infantry use, which it is stated 
would facilitate manufacture, supply and 
the training of personnel. The two Signal 
Corps officers brought with them from the 
Signal Corps research laboratories at 
Camp Vail new radio sets SCR-143 and 
SCR-36, which are being tested for use in 
tanks and planes. ‘ 

The board has under consideration the 
development of a combination hand and 
rifle grenade and an improved discharger 
suitable for firing this grenade and pyro- 
technics as well. 

In the receiver sight tests for the ser- 
vice rifle the tests included the Lyman 48, 
modified Lyman, Nash, Enfield lock, Ma- 
rine Corps, Hatchers, Harkom, Barrett 
and McDougal sights, which were com- 
pared with the sights now used. More 
than 25,000 rounds were fired at different 
ranges in this test and under varying con- 
ditions. i 
very satisfactory results during this test, 
but the substitution of a large aperture 
peep for the present battle sight is now 
under consideration. 

A telescopic transmitter attachment for 
use in the gas mask has been developed by 
the Signal Corps and successfully met its 
test by the Department of Experiment. In 
the event that this is adopted it will no 
longer be necessary to remove the gas wask 
for telephone conversations. 

Sub-ecaliber tubes for 37-mm. guns have 
been thoroughly studied by the board. 
The Ordnance Department has developed 
two types—one of 11 mm. and one of .22 
caliber. The .22 caliber tube, due to its 
low power and limited range, is more suited 
for indoor work than the 11 mm. tube, and 
reports of the test have been forwarded 
to the Chief of Infantry. 

The board has made a test of Fordson 
tractors with adapters of various types to 
improve performance on soft or rough 
ground. As a result of the test of six 
types of adapters it is stated that the trac- 
tor is the equal of the old reliable four- 

mule team in its ability to pull loaded es- 
cort wagons through deep sand and mud 
and other unfavorable terrain. The ad- 
vantage lies with the tractor in economy 
of operation, and further tests have been 
Tecommended to determine durability, with 
a view to partially replacing the mule for 
both garrison and field service. 

Recommendations have been made that 
a special detail of enlisted, distinguished 
marksmen be sent to Fort Benning so that 
they may be available for tests of small 
arms. 


Death Gratuity to 
Army Field Clerks 


HE Comptroller General, following a 

decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, held that Army field clerks are 
not included within the provisions of the 
act of Dec. 17, 1919, authorizing the pay- 
ment of six months’ death gratuity to the 
dependents of officers and enlisted men of 
the Army. 

The decisions were based upon the 
theory that Army field clerks are neither 
commissioned officers nor enlisted men 
Within the meaning of the law. 

A suit has been filed in the Court of

Claims to test the correctness of the above 
rulings, by King and King, attorneys of 
Washington, D.C., on behalf of the widow 
of an Army field clerk who died while on 
active duty. 

It is believed that the claims of Army 
nurses and Philippine Scout members will 
be influenced by the court’s decision. 


Lt. H. J. Brow, U.S.N., 
Breaks Air Records 


L*: HAROLD J. BROW, U.S.N., flying 

at 244.12 miles an hour average speed 
in four flights over a measured course Sept. 
13, 1923, at Curtis Field, Mineola, N.Y., 
in a Navy-Curtis plane, which will be one 
of the Navy’s entries in the Pulitzer race 
to be held in St. Louis, bettered all speed 
records for human flight, according to an 
ofheial report to the Navy Department. 
The fastest speed recorded in the trials 
was 254 miles an hour, which was made 
with the wind. To offset the advantage 
of the wind the series of flights were made 
in opposite directions over the one kilo- 
meter course and the average was com- 
puted to obtain the actual speed which 
the plane would make in still air. 

Lt. Brow will fly the plane in the races 
to be held in St. Louis on Oct. 2. The al- 
most phenomenal speed attained is at- 
tributed in part to the metal propeller 
which was used. A similar test was made 
on Sept. 11, when a wooden propeller was 
used, and 235 miles an hour was recorded 
on the electrical timing gear. For the 
test of Sept. 13 the wooden propeller was 
replaced with a metal “prop” made of 
duralumin, which is almost drawn to the 
fineness of a knife blade at the ends. 

In commenting on the flight Lt. Brow 
said that in his opinion the new plane was 
easier and safer to maneuver than the 
craft which he piloted in the Pulitzer race 
of last year, and which made forty miles 
an hour less than the plane which he flew 
on Sept. 13. 

The planes which are being developed 
by the Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy 
Department for high speed represent devel- 
opment in the interest of service types of 
aircraft, which demand high speed in the 
air, comparatively low landing speed, and 
maneuverability. 


Marine Brigade Athletics 
at Port-au-Prince 


HE lion’s share of the inter-brigade 

athletic meet at Port-au-Prince, Haiti, 
beginning Sept. 3 and lasting three days, 
between the ist Brigade, stationed in 
Haiti, and the 2d Brigade of Santo Do- 
mingo, was captured by Col. Theodore P. 
Kane’s Haitian athletes. The ist Brigade 
more than doubled the seore of Santo Do- 
mingo’s field and track team, won five 
out of six wrestling matches, took the pis- 
tol team match by a fair margin and 


broke even in the boxing bouts. Santo 
Domingo, however, won the all-important 
baseball series, outclassing the home team 
as clearly as did Capt. Spicer’s crack field 
and track team that of Santo Domingo. 

The meet, beginning on Labor Day, was 
marked by the best performances shown in 
any of the inter-brigade meets, and was 
splendidly and expeditiously handled by 
Lt. Col. James K. Tracy, and his as- 
sistant, Lt. Albert B. Sage. 

Fast time in the track events and ex- 
cellent marks in the field events made the 
comparatively one-sided track meet an ex- 
citing one. Both in the field and on the 
track the ist Brigade rolled up more 
points than the visiting athletes were able 
to score in the combined events. 

With a fast track and a rear wind in 
the sprints Gordon, the crack sprinter of 
the 1st Brigade, registered ten seconds flat 
for the second time in competition this 
year. With Strain, Dunlap, Gallagher 
and O’Donnell at the top of their form the 
work of this small squad was largely re- 
sponsible for the decisive victory. 

For the visitors, the work of Lt. Whita- 
ker, who cleared 21 feet 1114 inches in 
the running broad, and Mitchell, in the 
jumps, stood out. Higgins, winner of the 
half-mile, and Haines, who took the fur- 
long, are the brothers of two famous ath- 
letes, Walter Higgins, the Columbia dis- 
tance crack, and Hinkey Haines, the all- 
round Penn State star. Throughout the 
entire program not a single protest was 
registered by either team. 

The first game of the baseball series was 
won by Santo Domingo on the same day 
by a score of 7 to 3, which does not indi- 
cate the wide margin by which the visi- 
tors excelled both at the bat and in the 
field. Santo Domingo lost no time in get- 
ting to Weber’s delivery, scoring four runs 


in the opening inning, while Odom pitched 
a steady game and tightened up whenever 
men were on the bases. Young, who re- 
lieved Weber, pitched excellent ball, but 
with light hitting and unsteady fielding 
back of him the lead was not to be over- 
come. 

_ The second game, played on the follow- 
ing day, found Young back in the box for 
Haiti. His team got off to a good start 
and held a one-run lead in the beginning of 
the final inning, but again failure to hit 
cpperenaty. and disastrous errors at criti- 
cal times gave the game to Santo Do- 
mingo by the score of 4 to 3. Lt. Pate 
pitched air-tight ball for the visitors and 
the work of Pells behind the bat was the 
feature of the series. Lt. Palmer played 
brilliantly at first base in the final game, 
saving his infield by a series of brilliant 
stops, while the all-round work of Miller 
at center for Santo Domingo stood out in 
both games. 

The boxing and wrestling matches, held 
on the evenings of the meet, furnished ex- 
cellent sport. The coaching of the 1st 
Brigade’s wrestling squad by Lt. Kenyon, 
who won his welterweight championship 
with ease. and the unexpected defeat of 
Stough in the heavyweight class, featured 
Haiti’s superiority on the mat, but in the 
boxing bouts honors were even. 

The pistol match, shot by five-men teams 
over the Army qualification course, went 
to Haiti's team, coached by Lt. W. W. 
Walker, by a margin of 20 points. 


Trip of St. Mihiel 
to Bombing Operations 


HOUGH not generally known, the re- 

cent cruise of the Army transport St. 
Mihiel to and from the bombing maneu- 
vers off Cape Hatteras performed a feat 
which has never been surpassed in Poto- 
mac river waters in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington. This transport is the largest ship, 
in point of tonnage, that has ever visited 
Washington, and due to the excellent sea- 
manship of the master, Capt. W. T. Oli- 
ver, and the pilot, Mr. W. E. Luckett, the 
voyage to Washington was twice made 
without mishap. Likewise, docking was 
effected at the Washington Barracks dock 
without the slightest difficulty. The St. 
Mihiel has a length of 448 feet, beam 58 
feet, gross tonnage 7,555. 

In order to make this trip to Washing- 
ton profitable, advantage was taken of-ar- 
rangements previously made to load as 
much cargo as the transport would carry 
safely in order to get out of the river. 
Consequently 900 tons were loaded at 
Washington and 2,200 tons were loaded 
on barges for shipment on the transport 
at Norfolk, which made a full cargo for 
the vessel on leaving that port. 

Among the guests on board were the 
Assistant Secretary of War, Gen. John J. 
Pershing, Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, 
Chief of Air Service; Maj. Gen. Frank W. 
Coe, Chief of Coast Artillery; Maj. Gen. 
Eli A. Helmick, Inspector General; a 
number of members of Congress, members 
of the diplomatic corps, representatives of 
the National Aeronautic Association and a 
number of newspaper men. 


Next Naval Aviation 
Class to Meet Jan. 2 


HE next class in naval aviation will 

begin its instruction at the naval air 
station at Pensacola, Fla., Jan. 2 next. 
Both heavier-than-air and the lighter-than- 
air courses are of six months’ duration. 

Those officers eligible for this aviation 
duty must have completed three years’ sea 
duty subsequent to their graduation from 
the Naval Academy. Other officers of the 
Regular Navy who have had three years’ 
sea duty are also eligible for this training. 

The age requirements for the student 
naval aviators undergoing this instruction 
is 31 years for heavier-than-air training, 
while the lighter-than-air age limit is 35 
years. In the selection of the student offi- 
cers for this instruction Paragraph C-33 
of Section 2, Chapter I, Bureau of Naviga- 
tion Manual, reads as follows: 

“Officers for the classes in aviation are 
selected by a board convened in the Navy 
Department from a list of those who ap- 
ply. All officers who may desire training 
in aviation shall be ordered by their com- 
manding officers to report for examina- 
tion by a board of medical officers in ac- 
cordance with existing instructions of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, to de- 
termine their physical fitness for this duty. 
The report of the medical officers shall be 
forwarded with the officer’s request for 
aviation training and the commanding offi- 
cer’s recommendations.” 





Officers Second 
Class Claims — 


A PERMANENT organization was ef- 
fected this week by the officers who 
are included in the second class of claims. 
Maj. A. L. Rockwood, Chemical Warfare 
Service, U.S.A., was elected permanent — 
chairman; Maj. L. T. Gerow, Inf., U.S.A., _ 
vice chairman, and Capt. EB. C. Wallinton, 
Chemical Warfare, U.S.A., secretary-treas- 
urer. 

Maj. Rockwood submitted a large num- 
ber of letters received from the Service. 
He told the officers that it would be im- 
possible for him to answer all letters re- 
ceived if they came in at the rate they 
had been doing in the past week. Fur- 
thermore, he thought the correspondence 
with the officers interested would increase. 
It was therefore decided to select represen- 
tatives of the different branches to whom 
the letters could be referred, so that these 
could be promptly answered.

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Court of Inquiry on 
Wreck of Destroyers 


HE Court of Inquiry appointed to 

meet at San Diego, Calif., to examine 
into the cause of the wreck of seven Uni- 
ted States destroyers on Sept. 8 off Point 
Arguello, Calif., and the injury of two 
others is now in session to get the evidence 
of this most extraordinary accident, which 
is without a parallel in naval annals. 

The court is headed by Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam V. Pratt, and includes Capts. George 
C. Day; Capt. David E. Sellers, com- 
mandant of the San Diego Naval Training 
Station; Lt. Comdr. Leslie E. Bratton, 
judge advocate, and Lt. Hardy B. Page, 
assistant judge advocate. 

It is an open court, as Secretary of the 
Navy Denby has made it clear, that he 
wants no facts hidden from the public. 

Secretary of the Navy Denby has ex- 
ressed himself rather strongly concern- 
the extraordinary delay in sending 
reports to the Navy Department on the 
wreck of the destroyers. He was espe- 
cially incensed over the delay in sending 
to the Department a report on the in- 
juries to the destroyers Farragut and 
Sumner, not mentioned in the wreck of 
seven others. 

The Secretary of the Navy feels that 
he has been placed in the attitude of at- 
tempting to suppress’ the news of -the 
wreck. The same may be said too of high 
ranking officers in the Navy, whom it was 
assumed by the representatives of the 
press should have been advised as to the 
character of the wreck. 

No other Secretary has been so insis- 
tent upon keeping the press advised as to 
the condition of the Navy as Mr. Denby. 

Adm. Coontz, commander-in-chief of the 
United States Fleet, is quoted as declaring 
on Sept. 17 that he had not yet received a 
satisfactory explanation of the wreck of 
the seven destroyers off Point Arguello. 
Adm. Coontz said the court had been in- 
structed to go to the bottom of the ca- 
tastrophe and that no one who is guilty 
will escape. 

In addition to the seven destroyers 
wrecked, the names of which were noted 
in our issue of last week, two other de- 
stroyérs—the Farragut, Capt. W. S. Pye, 
and Somers, Comdr. W. P. Gaddis—of the 
squadron wrecked, also ran on the rocks 
and were slightly damaged, according to a 
belated m>ssage received by the Navy De- 
partment Sept. 14. This makes nine de- 
stroyers jJamaged, seven of them almost 
complete wrecks. 

The report of the injury to the Farragut 


‘and Somers was delayed an unreasonable 


time in the opinion of officials of the Navy 
Denartment. 

The belated message of Sept. 14 telling 
of the injury to two other vessels of the 
Destroyer Squadron follows: 

To Board of Inspection and Survey: 

Completed inspection of J. F. Burns on 
Sept. 11. Requires immediate renewal port 
forward main turbine gland. Repairs to gen- 
erator armatures. 

Oompleted inspection of Farragut and Som- 
ers Sept. 12. Owing grounding on Sept. 8 
Farragut damaged as follows: Salt water leaks 
into ©-101, reserve feed tank, requiring make 
up feed direct from evaporators. Salt water 
leaks into fuel oil tanks B-109, B-111. Star- 
board prdépeller one blade damaged. Bottom 
dented. Frames slightly buckled at frames 
101, 102 and 109 starboard side. Topside 
dented rear from 90 by collision. 

Somers damaged by grounding Sept. 8 as 
follows: A-101 hole, crescent shaped, five 
inches by fourteen inches. A-102, A-104, 
A-105 salt water leaks. Bottom dented. Frames 
buckled near stem. Propeller damaged, caus- 
ing heavy vibration. Recommend Farragut, 
Somers be docked San Diego examination and 
emergency repairs sufficient proceed navy 
yard, Mare Island. (Signed) Inspector Pacific. 

It is signed by the commandant of the 
llth Naval District. 

Secretary Denby said that he could not 
explain why the message was so delayed 
or why it had been sent to the Board of 
Inspection and Survey rather than through 
the regular channel, the Division of Com- 
munications. 

Adm. E. W. Eberle, Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
made public the following official messages 
received at the Navy Department con- 
cerning the wrecked destroyers at Argu- 
ello, and the following statement 

From Adm. R. Ll. Coontz, commander- 
in-chief, United States Fleet. Sent at 
11.55 p.m. Sept. 12: 

The seven wrecked destroyers were without 
question many miles out of their reckoning, 
but it was believed they were in free route. 
Statements as to visibility conflict. 

Speed was twenty knots. Comment and 
criticism is premature at the present time. 
Only a court of inquiry can establish facts. 

In_the proceedings of the court on Sept. 18 
Lt. Laurence Wild, communication officer of 
the Destroyer Squadron, was asked by Rear 
Adm. Pratt, presiding, if at any time preceding 
the wreck he had noted any uncertainty as to 


the accuracy of radio compass signals by which 
the squadron's course was being regulated. 

‘*Yes,’’ answered the witness. ‘‘Several 
hours before we crashed I heard the command- 
ing officer of the Delphy instruct the radio men 
to ask Point Arguello for a reverse bearing; 
that our bearing was not as sent.’’ 

The reverse bearing, it was explained, was 
to furnish a recheck on the bearing sent out 
by the radio station ashore. 

Lt. Wild said he did not remember any 
other incident which would indicate that the 
commanding officer of the Delphy, which was 
leading the squadron, was in doubt as to the 
accuracy of the radio signals. 

Lt. Wild testified that only one destroyer 
was permitted to ask coast stations for radio 
compass bearings, all of the other being re 
quired to follow their leader, in this case the 


Delphy. 
He said if 
their wireless 


the other destroyers had used 
in an effort to obtain compass 
bearings from Point Arguello they would have 
been violating regulations. 

Capt. T. T. Craven, counsel for Capt. Ed- 
ward H. Watson, commander of the Destroyer 
Squadron, objected to certain technical testi- 
mony in order to protect his client should the 
same matter be taken up at court-martial pro- 
ceedings later. Adm. Pratt overruled the ob- 
jections. 

Reports of Capt. Watson and Cdr. Hunter 
of the Delphy were read on Sept. 17 to the 
crew in the presence of the officers who had 
made them. 

Capt. Watson's report described the squad- 
ron’s voyage from 8S Francisco to the scene 
of the disaster. Just Defore the crash, he said, 
radio direction from Point Arguello indicated 
they were twelve miles due west of that sta- 
tion, and that they decided to change their 
course toward Santa Barbara Channel. 

The loss of life was incredibly small, the 
report concluded, ‘‘due to the goodness of 
Providence and the bravery of officers and 
men.’’ 

Lt. Cdr. Hunter’s report, also technical, con- 
tained substantially the same statements. It 
is said that at the time of the wreck his ship 
was relying on radio compass bearing from 
Point Arguelle, and that these were being 
strictly followed. 

Lt. (j.¢.) Laurence F. Blodgett, U.S.N., of 
the Delphy in his testimony on Sept. 19 told 
the court that neither he nor Lt. Cdr. Donald 
T. Hunter, who were plotting the course of the 
squadron, attached much weight to the radio 
compass signals from Point Arguello. These 
signals indicated they were north of the point 
and not south, in Santa Barbara Channel, 
where their dead reckoning led them to believe 
they were, just before the ships crashed into 
the rocks at Point Honda. 

‘‘They kept giving our position north and 
to the west of Point Arguello,’’ Blodgett ex- 
plained, ‘‘and when we’ could not make this 
check with our figures, we finally took the 
reciprocal of their bearings, which would show 
us already in Santa Barbara Channel.’’ 

At this point Lt. Blodgett was interrupted 
by Adm. Pratt, president of the board, who 
said: 

‘*Before you go any further, Lieutenant, it 
is necessary to inform you that you appear to 
be involved in this inquiry and that it is my 
duty to name you as a defendant in the case.’’ 

Ens. John A. Morrow testified that visi- 
bility was so far from poor a few minutes 
before the wreck that the lights of five ships 
astern could be seen from the bridge of the 
Delphy.

RIG. GEN. EDWARD M. LEWIS, 

commanding the 8th Corps Area, in- 
cluded in his tour of post and stations 
within the corps area, a visit to Oklahoma 
City.

U.S. Navy Cannot Be Used 
to Enforce Prohibition 


T was good news to the officers and men 

of the U.S. Navy that Attorney General 
Daugherty on Sept. 13 sent an opinion to 
President Coolidge that no authority for 
the use of the Navy in enforcing prohibi- 
tion exists under the Constitution. 

Mr. Daugherty said that it would not 
be legal to employ the Navy to hunt for 
rum runners without the express authori- 
zation of Congress, unless an emergency 
existed, and apparently no such emergency 
did exist. He added that apparently un- 
der the Constitution there was no valid 
reason why a national emergency should 
be declared by the President that would 
justify the use of the Navy. 

An emergency authorizing the President 
to call the military and naval forces to exe- 
cute the laws existed only “when, by rea- 
son of unlawful obstruction, combinations 
or assemblages of persons, or rebellion 
against the authorities of the United 
States, it becomes impracticable in the 
judgment of the President to enforce the 
laws by the ordinary course of executive 
or judicial proceedings.” 

Mr. Daugherty said that there was no 
appropriation of money available for the 
use of the Navy for such police purposes; 
that there appeared to have been only one 
instance in the country’s history in peace 
times of Congress authorizing the use of 
the Navy to enforce laws, and that wag in 
connection with the suppression of the 
slave trade. 


New Cable for Alaskan 
Service Bought in England 


Co. GEORGE S&S. GIBBS, Sig. Corps, 
U.S.A., on duty in the office of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War, has completed 
arrangements for the purchase of a new 
Alaskan cable from an English firm. For 
relaying the cable Congress appropriated 
$1,500,000. Col. Gibbs was assisted in 
closing the deal by Lt. Col. Frank J. 
Griffin, U.S.A., purchasing officer for the 
Signal Corps, 
the trip to Europe for this purpose. A 
saving was made possible in the purchase 
of the cable, which cost only $1,244,000. 

The type of cable required for the Alas- 
kan line could not be purchased in the 
United States, Great Britain having a 
monopoly of the gutta percha insulation 
required for the line. All the bids re- 
ceived in the United States from English 
and American firms were rejected. Either 
the price was too high, the quality too low, 
or the specifications were not complied 
with in important particulars. 

The original cable to Alaska was laid 
twenty years ago and cost $20,000,000. 
It had a rubber insulation and in conse- 
quence the Army has experienced consid- 
erable trouble in maintaining it during re- 
cent years. However, it has proved a 
profitable enterprise to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It was laid under the personal 
direction of Col. James Allen and Capt. 
Edgar Russell. Col. Allen retired as Chief 
of the Signal Corps and Capt. Russell 
served. as chief signal officer of the A.F.F., 
retiring as a major general. Col. Gibbs, 
while Gen. Allen and Gen. Russell were 
laying the cable, as a lieutenant had 
charge of the construction of the land line 
to St. Michael, and served as assistant 
chief signal officer of the A.E.F. He will 
shortly be relieved froth duty with the As- 
sistant Secretary of War and will take 
charge of relaying the eable. Col. Gibbs 
will start by making a survey of the North 
Pacific ocean with a view to securing a 
better route in some sections. 

The cable ship Delwood of the Signal 
Corps will be used in relaying the cable. 
The contractors promise to make the first 
delivery in seven months and the Delwood 
will leave for England in February, by 
way of the Panama Canal, for the first 
section of the new cable. The first section, 
weighing 3.000 tons, will be about all the 
Delwood can carry on one trip. Laid from 
Seattle to Sitka. it will be about 1.000 
miles long. On the second trip from Eng- 
land the Delwood will bring the cable to 
be laid from Sitka to Seward. The ship 
will probably be requifed to make a third 
trip to England to secure cable for the 
short lines. One of these will extend 
from Valdez to Cordova and the southern 
terminal of the Richardson Trail. The 
other will form a connection with the ter- 
minus of the Copper River Railway.

Shoe Sole Tests 
Unsatisfactory 


FTER months of aa exhaustive service 

test on Larkide soles it is not believed 
the tests will result in the adoption by the 
War Department of this type of footgear, 
The tests were conducted under all sorts 
of actual field conditions by the Infaatry 
Board at Fort Benning being especially 
thorough in all respects. 

Although it was said at the War De. 
partment that the wearing qualities of 
Larkide, which is a composition of leather 
with waxed thread sewed in circles on the 
soles, was vastiy superior to the leather 
tield shoe, the hob-nails had a tendency to 
fall! out. If this feature of the Larkide 
products could be corrected it is possible 
the War Department would seriously con- 
sider the adoption of this type of shoe. As 
is well known in the Service, troops upon 
taking the field are immediately equipped 
with hob-nailed shoes, and the Department 
could not adopt a field shoe unless it would 
stand up to the test. In addition to this 
feature of Larkide, it also has a tendency 
to slip easily in wet weather, much more 
it is contended, than either the garrison 
shoe or the hob-nails. 

Unless these two characteristics can be 
overcome by the manufacturers it is not 
beliéved that the Larkide shoe will be con- 
sidered by the War Department.

operations that will prove to be a mighty 
factor in the next war. It will be recalled 
that several squadrons from Langley Field 
recently flew to Maine in a single day. 
They might have flown as easily to Florida 
or the Gulf of Mexico or the Great Lakes. 
The bombing maneuver might have been 
conducted at any one of these places with 
practically the same facility as at Cape 
Hatteras. In any event, the Air Service 
established its advance base at Cape Hat- 
teras and actually operated from that lo 
cality. Bombs, impedimenta and planes 
were rapidly transported from the perma- 
nent base at Langley Field. The bulk of 
the bombs and impedimenta were carried 


by water from the Chesapeake to Cape 
Hatteras, where landing facilities were 


erude and added to the difficulties of estab- 
lishing an advance base. It would have 
been simpler to transport them by rai! to 
Portland. Me., Jacksonville, Fla., Mobile, 
Ala., or Duluth, Minn. But the air squad- 
rons returned from a maneuver in Maine 
and immediately set to work to establish 
an advance base at Cape Hatteras for the 
bombing tests, all in a remarkably short 
time and with an apparent ease that fore- 
tells still greater accomplishments in the 
near future. 

One question was raised during the 
course of the recent bombing that is diffi- 
cult to answer with any degree of accuracy. 
What would be the effect of the detona- 
tions on the personnel of the battleship 
who were protected from actual fragmen- 
tation? Would the concussion resulting 
from the detonation of a 1,100-pound, or 
even a 600-pound, bomb between decks 
temporarily incapacitate a majority of 
those aboard? Field tests with explosives 
in open spaces cannot be established as 2 
guide. Where the personnel are operati2g 
in securely confined spaces the concussion 
must be more severe, but to what extent? 
Actual experience gained in battle where 
large shells penetrated and detonated with- 
in the armor plate will furnish the basis 
for speculation, but it is apparent that 
the modern air bomb must multiply the 
results of the past in this particular by 
some factor difficult to determine at pres 
ent.

HERE is not the least doubt that 
the work which the Regular Army 
has done in the training camps will 
have an important effect in Congress this 
All of the reports from this sum- 
mer’s training camps indicate that the 
Regular officers and men have made a new 
service record for the Regular Establish- 
ment. So far, not a discordant 
note is heard in the reports from the camps. 
Reserve officers in private letters have 
declared that too much was required of 
the Regular officers and men. Especially 
officers who had service in the Spanish 
War as well as the World War are of this 
opinion. The Regular Army has given 
everything and asked for nothing in this 
summer’s training program. Both officers 
and men have labored early and late to 
make the training program a success, and 
there is no doubt they have gone over the 
top in the opinion of Reserve officers, mem- 
bers of the R.O.T.C. and the Citizens’ 
Training Camps.

The National Guard is as enthusiastic 
over the achievements of the Regular 
Army as are the Reserves. The efforts 


of the Regulars to induce Reserve officers 
and members of the C.M.T.C. to join the 
National Guard have been fully appreci- 
ated. Gen. Pershing in his speeches at 
the camps continually emphasized the im- 
portance of joining the National Guard, 
and this slogan was taken up by every offi- 
cer and enlisted man of the Regular Army 
who served in the camps. Nothing ap- 
peals to National Guardsmen as much as 
assistance in recruiting. This has always 
been the great problem for National Guard 
officers, especially captains, who have felt 
the heavy burden of keeping up their indi- 
vidual organizations. At the end of this 
summer’s camps every National Guard 
officer knew that if the Guard did not in- 
crease in strength it would not be for lack 
of support from the Regular Army. 

Under these conditions any reasonable 
demand which the War Department makes 
from Congress will not be cast aside with- 
out a thought by the next Congress. The 
situation is ripe for an increase in the ap- 
propriations for the Army. 


Increased Appropriations Likely 


SPECIALLY can the War Department 

secure an increase for its training ac- 
tivities. If the Secretary of War, backed 
by the President, stands firmly for a rea- 
sonable increase in the appropriations for 
new coustruction the pacifists will be hard 
pressed tn prevent the appropriations for 
better housing for Regular troops. Even 
the cry for economy will not stand against 
this if the War Department is insistent. 

The National Council of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association, at its meeting in In- 
dianapolis, took the leadership of a move- 
ment for larger appropriations for the sup- 
port of the National Guard. It passed 
strong resolutions calling for more liberal 
support of the Guard and will be active 
in securing appropriations for it. It will 
be joined by the Regular Establishment in 
asking for an adequate National Guard 
program, 

While the National Council was asking 
for an increase in National Guard appro- 
priations it strongly urged an increase in 
the strength of the Regular Army to not 
less than 15,000 officers and 150,000 en- 
listed men. It based this demand on the 
needs of the training camps. 

While the National Council was rather 
liberal in its demands for the Regular 
Army and National Guard, it was modest 
in its call for the Organized Reserves. Its 
Program for the Reserves would call for 
an appropriation of $9,000,000. This 
would provide for the maintenance of ade- 
quate Organized Reserve headquarters and 
Something like an adequate program of 
lastruction for Reserve officers. The Na- 
tional Council is making a drive for the 
original program of the War Department, 
under which one-third of the Reserve offi- 
cers would have an opportunity to attend 
the training camps each year. 


The Budget System Criticized 


THE budget system has again interposed 

itself between the War Department and 
Congress. Under the budget system it is 
no longer possible to send Congress the 
Tecommendations of the General Staf® and 
yar Department on Army appropriations. 
Under the present organization of Congress 
the War Department sub-committee has 
much to do with shaping the military pol-

icy of the country. The National Defense 
act as amended will be a mere abstract 
declaration of principle without adequate 
funds to carry it out. If Congress does 
not make the necessary appropriations the 
National Defense act will, in effect, be re- 
pealed. Some of its provisions have not 
yet been put into effect because of the ac- 
tivity of the economists and pacifists in 
Congress. : 

The Secretary of War has sent to Gen. 
Lord, Director of the’ Budget, the esti- 
mates of the War Department. They have 
been reduced to the minimum. They are 
still makeshift estimates, and not what 
should be provided for to put into effect 
the National Defense act. There is no in- 
crease in the appropriation for the Regu- 
lar Army, and at its present strength it 
cannot function as it should in carrying 
out the National Defense act. There sim- 
ply are not enough officers and enlisted 
men in the Regular Army to conduct the 
training program in the summer camps, 
maintain the overhead in thedepartment 
and corps area, and garrison our foreign 
possessions: or ‘properly garrison impor- 
tant forts in the United States. 

The Secretary of War and the members 
of the General Staff are fully convinced 
of this, but it is doubtful whether any offi- 
cial expression will go to Congress asking 
for this vital increase in the strength of 
the Regular Army. The Secretary will be 
fortunate if he secures from the Director 
of the Budget the approval of some badly 
needed new construction for quarters for 
the Regular Army. Last session Congress 
refused to take any steps toward giving 
the Regular Army even decent living quar- 
ters. us 
All the increases asked for by the Secre- 
tary of War, and even these are not suffi- 
cient, are for the National Guard, Organ- 
ized Reserves, Reserve officers, R.O.T.C., 
and the Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 
These are largely a duplication of the esti- 
mates of last year, but will be an increase 
over the appropriations. 

All the appropriations have been cut in 
response to a demand of the Director of 
the Budget. He may make further cuts 
himself. The estimates do not represent 
the military necessities of the country. 
They are not the recommendations of the 
General Staff or the War Department. Yet 
when they go to Congress they will be 
ealled the War Department estimates, and 
the economists and pacifists will ignore the 
recommendations of the Director of the 
Budget and proceed to make further reduc- 
tions. That was the policy followed last 
session. 

It is said the War Department sub-com- 
mittee have given the Secretary more en- 
couraging assurances than it did last year. 
There is an impression in the War De- 
partment that the sub-committee will ac- 
cept the budget estimates without any seri- 
ous reductions. But the fact still remains 
that under the budget system the attitude 
of the War Department on Army appro- 
priations will be misunderstood. 


Divisional Maneuvers Essential 


HE hope is expressed that the maneu- 

vers of the 1st Cavalry Division, U.S. 
A., at Marfa, Texas, will result in the 
adoption of a general policy for divisional 
mobilizations of the Regular Army. When 
this country entered the World War the 
only officer who had experience of any 
length in command of approximately a 
division passed on to the retired list. Gen. 
Pershing’s command in Mexico was a 
small force and the only attempt of the 
Regular Army to create a divisional or- 
ganization was at Texas City. 

When the actual experience in command- 
ing a division on the part of Regular offi- 
cers is considered, unbiased critics must 
admit that the Regular officers made a re- 
markable record in the World War. Dur- 
ing the conflict the report was constantly 
circulated that the American Army had 
no officers who were qualified to command 
armies, corps or even divisions. The lack 
of experience with troops was frequently 
cited in support of this contention. This 
was the chief argument of the representa- 
tives of other nations who were insisting 
that American troops should be used large- 
ly for replacements in the English and 
French armies. 

With this lesson so fresh in the minds 
of the military authorities it would ap- 
pear that extraordinary efforts should be 
put forth to hold divisional maneuvers in 
the near future. The War Department 
should ask Congress for funds for such 


operations. There would be local support 
from communities at which these concen- 
trations would take place. If the Regular 
Army is to approach the state of prepared- 
ness that is assumed in the National De- 
fense act divisional maneuvers are essen- 
tial. 


To Confer on Local Mobilization 


COMMITTEE of the General Staff 

has been detailed to confer with corps 
area commanders on plans for local mo- 
bilization. It is apparent that the formu- 
lation of plans for the mobilization which, 
according to the announcement of Gen. 
Pershing, is to take place next September, 
is no small task. As far as a study of the 
problem to be dealth with is concerned 
there is no difference between the work to 
be done by the War Department and corps 
area commanders than that which would 
be required for actual hostilities. In some 
respects the problems of peace mobiliza- 
tion are more complicated, as the authori- 
ties are limited in the expenditure of 
money. ‘The work must all be done and 
the mobilization effected without increas- 
ing the cost of maintaining the Army. 

If war had been declared the General 
Staff and the branches could proceed with- 
out any thought of the cost of mobiliza- 
tion. Congress would be calling for speed 
and would be ready to appropriate any 
amount of funds. The day after war was 
declared Congress might be ready to criti- 
cize the War Department and the General 
Staff because a well-equipped, well-offi- 
cered and disciplined force was not in the 
field. The pacifists and economists would 
probably plead in the attack upon the 
military authorities. 

The purpose Gen. Pershing has in view 
is to work out plans which will reduce 
the length of time between the declaration 
of war and the mobilization of an adequate 
force to defend the country. In this he 
can expect very little support from Con- 
gress. At this time it would be useless to 
ask for any special appropriations for any 
important preparedness measure, but Gen. 
Pershing will proceed without appropria- 
tions and depend upon the support of citi- 
zen soldiers to supplement the work of the 
Regular Army. 

The committee from the General Staff, 
whieh has been selected: for the confer- 
ence with the corps area commanders con- 
sists of Col. William E. Welsh, G-3; Col. 
Lawrence Halstead, G-1; Lt. Col. F. H. 
Clark, G4; and Lt. Col. Walter Krueger, 
War Plans Division. The committee has 
already visited 3d Corps Area headquar- 
ters. 


Equalization of Promotion 


PLANS for the consolidation of the 

Woods bill for the equalization of 
promotion between the line and the staff 
of the Navy and the Marine Corps per- 
sonnel bill are being discussed in the 
Navy Department. Both bills are of a 
general character and affect a large por- 
tion, if not all, of the officers in the Navy 
and Marine Corps. It is argued that they 
be consolidated. 

If this plan is followed the Navy will 
have two important bills before Congress. 
One will be for general personnel legisla- 
tion for the Navy and Marine Corps and 
the other the Omnibus bill. Practically all 
provisions of the Omnibus bill are for spe- 
cial classes of officers and enlisted men, 
while the other measure affects the entire 
Service. 

The Judge Advocate General having 
completed his work on the Naval Reserve 
bill on Sept. 19, took up the Line and Staff 
bill. He expects to have it in the hands 
of the Secretary of the Navy by the latter 
part of next week. It has not been de- 
cided whether the bill should be published 
before it is sent to Congress at the begin- 
ning of next session. 

As the bill will not call for any material 
increase in the appropriations for mainte- 
nance of the Navy, it is not anticipated 
there will be much if any opposition to its 
passage. It should have some very active 
and powerful champions, as there have been 
frequent demands in Congress for more 
recognition of staff officers. Bills have 
been introduced from time to time, but 
this is the first time a comprehensive bill 
has been prepared in the Navy Depart- 
ment, Even if there should be an increase 
in the appropriations for the Navy, Con- 
gress should be willing to provide for it if’ 
the new bill will increase the efficiency of 
the Navy. The Department is experienc- 
ing a great deal of difficulty in securing 


officers for the Staff Corps. There is a 
shortage, and a serious one too, in the 
Medical and Supply Corps. Young medi- 
cal men simply cannot afford to accept 
commissions in the Navy Medical Corps 
under present conditions, with little pros- 
pect for promotion. The same is true of 
the Supply Corps, which requires men of 
business talents. 


To Observe Navy Day 


NDER the plans.of the Navy Depart- 

meat the Navy will keep open house on 
Saturday, Oct. 27. That is Navy Day, 
when the Navy League will make an ap- 
peal to the patriotic people of the Hage 
to support a Navy that will comply wi 
the provisions of the treaty. 

While suggestions will be sent from the 
Department, the commander of the Fleet 
and the commandants of naval districts 
and shore stations will be expected to work 
out plans of their own under which they 
can co-operate with local organizations 
which may join in celebration of the day. 
All Navy shore stations will be open and 
the fleet and ships will make visits to ports 
with a view to co-operating in celebrations 
arranged by local authorities. 

The Secretary of the Navy has expressed 
a desire to have officers and enlisted men 
make special efforts to inform the publie 
of the activities of the Navy in peace and 
in war. He wishes the Navy to “show its 
goods” to the public so that they may have 
an intelligent conception of what it meang 
to maintain a Navy. 


Candidates for Trade Schools 


MANY candidates for the trade schools 
from the forces afloat, according to 
reports reaching the Bureau of Navigation 
have been found not sufliciently weil 
grounded in elementary school work. As 
a consequence, instructions have been sent 
to the Fleet that before recommending a 
candidate for a trade school he must be 
given a written examination. 
To begin with, a candidate should have 
a good record and show aptitude for the 
rating desired. In addition, he should pos- 
sess an elementary knowledge of arithme- 
tic and be able to solve simple problems 
in addition, subtraction, division, multi- 
plication, cancellation, decimals and sim- 
ple proportion. He should also be able to 
read, spell and write English with a fair 
degree of ability, and in general should 
possess the equivalent of a grammar school 
education on these subjects. 4 


Transportation Requests 


HE Navy Department is flooded with 

‘requests for transportation which, un- 
der the law, the Department is not au- 
thorized to grant. It is hard pressed to 
provide space for the legal dependents of 
officers, and so could not furnish it for un- 
official passengers if it were permissible. 

The Bureau of Navigation desires to be 
as liberal as possible in affording trans- 
portation to families of officers, and espe- 
cially desires to accommodate those other 
than legal dependents of officers who per- 
manently reside with officers’ families, but 
space makes it necessary to disapprove 
many requests of this character that were 
formerly granted. On every sailing prac- 
tically all the space is required for official 
travelers. In some instances, when there 
is an urgent need of the relief of an officer 
from duty, the Navy Department has been 
forced to use commercial transportation 
for him. 

It is said there is absolutely no facilities 
on board naval vessels for the transporta- 
tion of colored female servants, and none 
for white servants unless the arrangement 
of space on board permits their travel in 
the stateroom with the family of officers to 
whom fhey are attached. In future it is 
stated the Bureau of Navigation will not 
consider any applications for travel for 
such persons. 


To Sell Surplus Engineering Supplies 


RRANGEMENTS are being made by 

the Bureau of Engineering of the Navy 
Department. to dispose of considerable sur- 
plus engineering material at the Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard. Most of it was ordered 
during the war and never issued. There 
is some used material, but it is in fairly 
good condition. Perhaps the most attrac- 
tive item for sale will be a large amount 
of radio material. This consists chiefly of 


new field sets purchased during the war 


and never used. 


There are three carloads of submarine ry 


spare parts. Much of this material, it is 
believed, can be used for other purposes. 
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Raincoat Tests 
Show Shortcomings 


ESTS of the service raincoat are still 

pending at several posts and stations, 
and the Quartermaster General, who has 
the purchase of this equipment in charge, 
is no nearer a solution as to which coat 
should be adopted by the War Department. 
The test has simmered down, however, be- 
tween the alligator coat and the so-called 
cloth coat, which has a piece of rubber be- 
tween layers of cloth-like material.

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Navy Planes for 
Schneider Race 


HE U.S. Navy team to take part in the 

Schneider Cup seaplane race at Cowes, 
England, Sept. 28, consisting of Lts. F. 
W. Wead (in charge), A. W. Gorton, Rut- 
ledge Irvine and D. Rittenhouse, all ex- 
rienced racing pilots and veteran naval 
aviators, have with them four fast Navy 
gaplanes. ‘Three of these will be in the 
race, one plane and one pilot (Lt. Wead) 
acting as alternate. ‘T’he planes are two 
Navy Curtiss racing seaplanes, one Navy 
Wright seaplane and one T'R-3A seaplane. 
All of these planes have performed very 
ereditably in their tests before leaving for 
the race. The Navy Curtiss planes have 
made over 175 M.H.P., .and the Navy 
Wright plane has made 177.5 M.H.P. in 
trial flights. 

All of these speeds are thirty miles or 
more in excess if the former world’s sea- 
plane speed record of 146 M.H.P., made 
by a British plane in the Schneider Cup 
seaplane race last year. The TR-3A is 
a similar type to the plane that won the 
Curtiss Trophy last October at Detroit. 
The Navy Curtiss planes are powered with 
Curtiss D-12 engines of 450 H.P. The 
Navy Wright plane has a Wright T-2 en- 
gine of 650 H.P., and is the highest pow- 
ered single engined seaplane in the world. 
The T'R-3A has a Wright E-4 engine of 
2) H.P. 


Rhode Island N.G. 
Smash Target 


AERIAL observation of gun fire has been 
successfully employed by the units of 
the Coast Artillery Corps, Rhode Island 
N.G., at Fort H. G. Wright, Fisher’s 
Island, N.Y., on their annual tour of duty. 
This, it is claimed, is the first time Na- 
tional Guard units in the United States 
have utilized the airplane in service firing, 
and reports from the coast defense station 
indicate that results closely paralleled those 
attained by ground observation, thus pro- 
viding an alternate method of adjustment 
on targets in case the land stations fail. 

Service practice on the big rifles and 
mortars has been completed in record time 
this year. The annual period of service 
fring is the culmination of a year of ar- 
mory drill and shows indisputably what 
has been accomplished by the officers and 
men of each company. Without excep- 
tion the Rhode Island companies have dem- 
onstrated the excellence of their training.

Present Activities of Former 
Paymaster Generals, U.S.N. 


"THERE are five former paymaster gen- 

erals of the Navy on the retired list at 
the present time. Rear Adm. Edwin Stew- 
art, who presided over the supply and 
financial matters of the Navy during the 
war with Spain and held the office of pay- 
master general for a period of nine years, 
is living in South Orange, N.J. While at 
an advanced age, the fact that his older 
brother, Mr. John A. Stewart, chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the United 
States Trust Co. of New York, is 101 years 
old, gives assurance to the friends of Rear 
Adm. Stewart that he will have many more 
years of useful life. 

Rear Adm. Albert 8S. Kenny, under 
whom the existing supply department meth- 
ods of the Navy were firmly established, 
resides in Washington, D.C. He still con- 
tinues active in the work of chairman of 
the Library Committee of the Metropoli- 
tan Club of Washington. 

Rear Adm. Hustace B. Rogers, who was 
paymaster general from 1906 to . 1910, 
after his retirement engaged actively in 
the commercial steamship business at Seat- 
tle for some years. During the war with 
Germany he returned to active duty on the 
west coast. For the past few months he 
has been sojourning in Jugo-Slavia. 

The energy of Rear Adm. T. J. Cowie, 
paymaster general from 1910 to 1914, and 
his success as o‘ficer in charge of the Navy 
Mutual Aid Association, is too well known 
to’require comment. Rear Adm. Cowie is 
also vice president of the Society of the 
World War. These various activities keep 
him constantly in touch with all parts of 
the Navy. 

Rear Adm. Samuel McGowan, the young- 
est paymaster general on the retired list, 
conducted the affairs of the Supply Corps 
from 1914 to 1920. This period, of course, 
included the unprecedented activities of 
the Navy demanded by the prosecution of 
the war with Germany.

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Photographing the 
Eclipse of the Sun 


HE plan of making observations and 

photographs duriag an eclipse of the 
sun, which is reported to have been the 
only method that produced successful re- 
sults at the total eclipse on Sept. 10 in 
Southern California and Mexico, originated 
with Col. John Millis, U.S.A., now a tem- 
porary resident of Cleveland, Ohio. 

Col. Millis first proposed this plan to 
the Naval Observatory authorities in 
Washington for the total solar eclipse of 
Tune, 1918, which was visible through the 
southern states, but the war and other 
circumstances prevented any favorable ac- 
In May last Col. Millis 
again proposed a trial of this method to 
officers of the American Astronomical So- 
ciety, and shortly afterwards, in June, 
upon invitation of the superintendent of 


| the United States Naval Observatory, he 


outlined the plan in some detail and called 
— attention to the availability of the 
airplane as a means of insuring against 
complete failure, in case of bad weather, to 
obtain results in observing such a rare and 
scientifically interesting phenomenon as a 
total eclipse of the sun. He also urged co-

“Inspired from the days of his youth 
with the belief in the nobility and perma- 
nence of the ideals upon which our na- 
tional government is founded, the naval 
officer generally is fully satisfied that his 
work is a fit work for a man to do and he 
feels that in defending his homeland in se- 
curing to the people of the nation an op- 
portunity for untrammeled solution of 
their own problems he performs a definite 
and permanent service to humanity. None 
of us have any apologies to render for the 
character of our life work. We are not 
killers of men. Our Navy's mission is to 
maintain peace in America. The naval 
engineer's part in accomplishing this naval 
mission is no mean one. 

“An engineer is a man who accomplishes 
what other people need with available 
means and material in the best practicable 
way. This is a paraphrase of the defini- 
tion of an engineer that has been accepted 
by the United Engineering Societies of our 
country. It means that the engineer's life 
is one of service to the needs of others. 
It means that the engineer’s achievements 
must be made with available materials, 
and it means that waste of any form, 
whether of labor or material, is a cardinal 
sin to a real engineer. 

“To-day the naval engineer has many 
difficulties to cope with. Most of these 
could readily be met provided a free hand 
were given in the matter of expenditures. 
It would be very easy to remove any in- 
efficient or“unreliable machinery and to re- 

lace it with machinery of proved relia- 

ility and economy provided unlimited 
funds were available. The time element 


' involved would, of course, be considerable, 


but definite and great progress toward com- 
plete, reliable, thoroughly_safe and highly 
efficient mechanisms would be available for 
each and every one of the various services 
required of machinery on all of our naval 
There is no such plethora of 
money. 

“Those improvements that are necessary 
to attain genuine. fitness throughout all 
our ships must be accomplished with avail- 
able money. This:is exactly in accord- 
ance with the general definition of what 
an engineer's duties involve. As they say, 
an engineer does for a dollar what any 
fool can do for two dollars. Under the 
present circumstances, the naval engineers

tive designs, antiquated material and un- 
reliable details. 

“In order that this progress can be pos- 
sible advanced methods have to be adopted 
and generally practiced. These methods are 
being developed by naval engineers pri- 
marily at two places—the engineering ex- 
periment station at Annapolis, where ma- 
terials and devices are carefully tested 
before their use in the Navy is permitted, 
and the naval fuel oil test plant at Phila- 
delphia, where advanced methods of steam 
nee are being continuously devel- 
oped. 

“At the bottom of all real progress in 
engineering or in applied science there 
lies standardization of materials. Ags met- 
als are developed so that stronger and 
more homogeneous material is available 
the weight of machinery can be eut down. 
The development of fire brick, for instance, 
so that it will resist high heat, enables us 
to inerease the working temperature of 
furnaces. The development of clothing 
for steam pipes decreases radiation. Ex- 
amples can be multiplied almost without 
end, but they all lead to the same conclu- 
sion—through better materials, progress is 
made. Even small improvements may have 
very wide application. 

“It is impossible in so short a time as 
is available to me to cover at any great 
length the achievements of the naval engi- 
neers. I merely wish to point out that he 
is always engaged in national service, that 
upon the failures of the past he is build- 
ing the successes of the future, that his 
work is available at all times for any na- 
tional service, and that his general aim is 
to have money available to make the ma- 
chinery of our fleet fit for any service.”

. What Has the League of 
le Nations Done? 


RITING in the London Times, 

Lord Hugh Cecil has remarked 

concerning the attitude and the 
accomplishments of the League of Na- 
tions in the Graeco-Italian crisis: 

“The League has shown itself very valu- 
ablé to the cause of peace. It gave prompt 
and striking expression to the disapproba- 
tion which the violent occupation of Corfu 
excited all over Europe; it made the 
French government keenly anxious to se- 
cure a settlement, and, even in the minds of 
the Italian government, it changed a rather 
reckless disposition for a high hand to a 
reasonable desire to get creditably out of 
a difficult situation. All this made power- 
fully for peace, but for justice the result 
has been less satisfactory. The occupa- 
tion of Corfu is, I suppose, the most fla- 
grant breach of the public law of Europe 
that has happened since the time of Napo- 
leon, excepting the invasion of Belgium 
in 1914. Yet this act of lawless violence 
has been treated as a tolerable diplomatic 
resource. The League can do much for 
peace because the nations that form it care 
deeply for peace; but for justice it can do 
little because for justice those nations care 
but little.” 

What, then, is the League of Nations? 
Is it merely a new name and a new form 
for the Coacert of Europe, for the combina- 
tion of powers in their own interests, for 
the Congress of Berlin, for the Morocco 
onference, for the London Conference of 
1913? Is it merely a new alliance of con- 
tinental nations to their own advantage? 
Is it merely a new medium for maintain- 
ing the balance of power? Is it merely a 
novel version of the Holy Alliance? There 
was a day when Metternich acted as the 
police agent of Europe, repressing revolu- 
tions with an iron hand because the coun- 
tries with which Austria was in sympathy 
wanted no democratic movements on the 
face of Europe. There was a day when 
Bismarck, sitting in Berlin, revised the 
results of a Balkan war. There was a 
day when diplomats in London told Greece, 
and Serbia, and Montenegro, and Bulgaria, 
and Rumania exactly how the boundaries 
of the Near East should be fixed. Have 
these days come back? Are the debates in 
the League Council or in the League As- 
sembly merely substitutes for the polite 
conversations of old-time foreign minis- 
ters? All of this Lord Hugh Cecil seems 
to admit frankly in his statement. 

No sense of international justice gov- 
erns the League, merely a sense of na- 
tional desire and national policies. The 
League is a political body playing politics. 
Its interests reflect the interests of its 
members. It leaves out of the reckoning the 
desires of Germany, and Russia, and Tur- 
key, and Hungary. It is governed by in- 
fluence, swayed by interests, and controlled 
by the principles of the powers allied in 
the recent war against Germany. No more 
pertinent example of this fact can be found 
than the attitude over the difficulties in the 
Sarre or the free hand left France in the 
Ruhr. And, as far as the implied conces- 


sions made by Italy in the recent Janina- 
* Corfu crisis may be concerned, Lord Cecil 
is exaggerating when he claims so much for 


the League for the eventual terms offered 
Greece were almost identical with the orig- 
inal Italian demands, except for the delay 
in paying the 50,000,000 lire. Italy has 
really been supported, not criticized. 

If there be no justice in the lexicon of 
the League to what must nations trust? 
Simply to the same things in which na- 
tions have always trusted—arms and am- 
munition, resources in man power and in 
material. It is quite apparent that in the 
discussions in the League the greatest 
weight is given to the remarks and of the 
nations whose matériel is the heaviest. It 
is quite apparent that the League has had 
nothing to add to the bargain counter meth- 
ods and reciprocal exchanges of that old 
diplomacy which many hd hoped it would 
supplant. The strongest voice in argument 
still belongs to fhe country which is strong- 
est in force.. There is no protection against 
demands or agaiust encroachment upon 
real rights or upon territory except the 
protection of military and naval prepara- 
tion. The League is not an internation- 
ally minded body at all, but merely a com- 
bination of agreeable national aspirations. 
Lord Hugh Cecil even goes on to remark 
that the League cannot do more than ex- 
press the opinions of its constituent na- 
tions. It may be a compromise opinion; 
but it is none the less a combined opinion 
based upon merely national opinions. 

The English lord also dares to claim 
that the League has in this instance made 
for peace, forgetting that it was the Coun- 
cil of the Ambassadors which settled the 
incident and not the Council of the League 
—and the two are quite different things— 
and also forgetting that had Greece been 
in a position to assert her rights and to 
protect herself she would probably have op- 
posed the identic note from the Ambassa- 
dors as readily as she would have opposed 
the single ultimatum of Italy. Perhaps 
we had better send the gentleman with the 
duster—wel! known in Downing Street 
and its mirrors—to visit the library of Lord 
Hugh Cecil and remove some of the ob- 
security from the recent history books of 
the noble lord. The League of Nations 
did not protect the Treaty of Sevres and 
make for peace between Greece and Tur- 
key. The League did not interfere in 
Coto and make for peace between Costa 
Rica and Panama, but simply swept a gra- 
cious and appealing gesture toward the 
United States. The League did not inter- 
vene when France and England disagreed 
over German reparations, but stood quietly 
by while the horizon blue moved iato the 
Ruhr and‘ German citizens were court- 
martialed by the French. The League was 
silent when England announced her with- 
drawal from Egypt occupied during the 
World War and then continued to control 
and to court-martial Egyptians. The 
League has interposed no effective word or 
act in the Adriatic opposition arising be- 
tween Jugo-Slavia and Italy and continu- 
ally increasing in intensity. What has the 
League done that makes for peace, except 
such things as have been done ever since 
the Ambassadors of the powers of Europe 
have been accustomed to securing the sup- 
port or the assurance of non-interference 
of other powers when their countries were 
menaced? The League has made many 
moves, but none that were motivated by 
an international sense of justice. It has 
seemed to act merely for national advan- 
tage. It has failed to reduce national rival- 
ries and national aspirations. It may be 
a step towards peace and justice on earth, 
but it is a very small step in very slow 
cadence. 

Said James Brown Scott, director of the 
International Law Division of the Carne- 
gie Endowment for International Peace: 

“At the end of the greatest of wars at- 
tempts have been made to devise some 
scheme whereby a recourse to arms might 
be less likely to occur, if it could not be 
wholly avoided. The Thirty Years’ War is 
responsible for the Nouveau Cynee of Em- 
eric Crucé, the Law of Peace and War of 
Hugo Grotius, not to speak of the Great 
Design which Sully foisted upon his mas- 
ter, the good king Henry IV. The wars 
of Europe culminating in the wars of the 
Spannish Succession and ended by the trea- 
ties of Utrecht (1713-1714) and of Ras- 
tadt (1714) produced the Project of Per- 
petual Peace of the Abbé de Saint Pierre. 
The wars of the French Revolution follow- 
ing these at the space of a century gave 
birth to the Holy Alliance. The World 
War, a hundred years later, has brought 
forth a League of Nations, conceived in the 
same generous spirit. Will history repeat 
itself? History alone can tell.” 

And in the meanwhile, while the experi- 
ment is stil an experiment, while it is still 
tinged with particularistic tendencies, while 
the nations of the world all maintain 
armies from 250,000 to 750,000, except 
Germany, which was forced to be defense- 
less and unarmed with a mere 100, 
while this is the situation the United 
States forgets the lessons of the past, for- 
gets even the lessons of its own past of 


unpreparedness, the lessons of danger, and 
waste, and inefficiency, and with a per- 
fectly good military policy already on its 
statute books in the National Defense act 
of 1920, stands now almost defenseless 
against foreign aggression with a tiny army 
of 100,000, inactive regiments and skele- 
ton battalions, with a navy far below that 
assumed to be consistent with the dignity 
and importance of the country under the 
terms of the Washington Conference. 

With the famed League of Nations im- 
potent for justice and really ineffective for 
peace, do we not still need to think of na- 
tional defense and of adequate prepared- 
ness for national defense? 


Officers on D.O.L. Should be 
Reduced 


REAT difficulty has been experi- 
enced by the War Department 
branches in arriving at a proper 


distribution of the officers that are as- 


signed to their respective arms. So many 
demands are constantly being made on the 
different branches for the detail of offi- 
cers to R.O.T.C. units, those on duty with 
the Organized Reserves, commissioned in- 
structors to the National Guard, recruit- 
ing duty, and their assignment to take 
courses at the General Service Schools 
and civilian schools and colleges, that all 
are extremely short of officers. War De- 
partment officers who have given the sub- 
ject a great deal of thought have ventured 
the opinion that a reduction in the de- 
tached officers’ list would do much to alle- 
viate this situation. 

According to the Army Register of 
1923, there were 1,460 officers on the D. 
O.L., and it is believed that this number 
has been augmented since the publication 
of the 1923 Register. In percentage terms, 
slightly over 12% per cent. of the entire 
commissioned personnel belonging to the 
Regular Establishment are on detached 
service. This, it is contended, is too many 
officers to be on unassigned duty for a to- 
tal commissioned strength of only 12,000 
officers. It is pointed out that a glance 
at the number of officers detailed to the 
colleges and schools will reveal the fact 
that at the larger schools the number of 
officers on duty could be considerably re- 
duced. At Ohio State University, for in- 
stance, there are twenty-two offieers on 
duty, while at the University of Illinois 
there are twenty-six. It is believed that if 
G-3 of the General Staff, in conjunction 
with’ G-1, would make another study of 
this distribution of officers for training 
the components of the Army of the United 
States a considerable reduction could be 
made in training assignments, which would 
not only be ample for the instruetion pro- 
gram outlined by the War Department, 
but would make available for the different 
branches a _ sufficient number of officers 
with which to carry out properly the func- 
tions of each arm of the Service. 


A Governor Who Has Red 
Blood 


OVERNOR WALTON of Okla- 
homa, who on Sept. 4, at a Labor 
Day picnic at Hartshorne, declared 


that hé would stamp out mob violence in 
Oklahoma, if he had to put every National 
Guardsman in the state on duty, and then 
call for volunteers, made no idle boast. He 
is no coward and has kept his word. Fol- 
lowing the proclamation of martial law in 
Tulsa county recently in an endeavor to 
suppress mob outrages, Governor Walton 
on Sept. 16 issued a proclamation putting 
the entire state under martial law, with 
the National Guard forces in complete con- 
trol of Oklahoma City and some other im- 
portant points. 

The action of Governor Walton in in- 
suring public safety is a commendable one 
and will be upheld by all citizens who re- 
spect law and order, and who do not want 
to be terrorized and controlled by mob law. 

In Tulsa county alone testimony shows 
that there have been 2,500 persons brutally 
whipped or who suffered other indignities, 
and many were forced to flee from their 
homes under distressing conditions. Some 
of the victims were women. 

Corrupt judges and other public officials 
have sided with mob law, and citizens re- 
specting the law have been placed in jeop- 
ardy. No governor with respect for him- 
self or for the welfare of his state could 
tolerate such a condition of affairs and sur- 
render the state to the mercy of mobs. 

General orders embodying the essential 
regulations under which the state capital 
will live during the suspeasion of civil au- 
thority were issued by Lt. Col. W. S. Key, 
in command of local troops. 

The following from the Digest of the 
Judge Advocate General (488, Par. 1) is 
of interest:

“Martial law is a modified degree of th 
law of war, or a law assimilated to th 
latter, called into exercise temporariy ang 
for a specific purpose at a time of war o 
public emergency, and generally in a plage 
or region not constituting enemy’s com. 
try, or under permanent military gover. 
ment. Whether proclaimed by the Pregj. 
dent or declared by a competent military 
commander, martial law overrides and 
supersedes, for the time being, all civil lay 
and authority, except insofar as the same 
may be left operative by the terms of the 
announcement or the action or acquies. 
cence of the dominant power. 

“While the status of martial law eo. 
tinues the military power, instead of be 
ing subordinate, is superior to the ciyjj 
power, and the natural and normal conjj- 
tion of things is thus reversed. But while 
martial law will warrant a resort by the 
commander, at his will, to summary an 
arbitrary measures, by which the liberty 
of the citizen may be restrained, his ae. 
tion coerced, and his rights suspended, it 
cannot be availed of by subordinates ty 
justify acts of unnecessary violence, per. 
sonal persecution or wanton wrong.” 


Doubling in Brass 


T’ has lately been brought to our at- 
tention that one of the Army officers 
on duty with a R.O.T.C. unit receat- 
ly initiated a purely local form of proced. 
ure which is very commendable and will 
serve as a useful model for other officers 
to whom similar opportunities may come. 

This is the way it happened. 

Half as a joke, one eveniag at a social 
gathering this officer put a group of guests 
through the military physical training ex- 
ercises. There were one or two teachers 
in the company, teachers in nearby small 
town grade schools where funds did not 
permit of physical training being givea to 
the pupils. They wished their pupils could 
have something of the sort. The officer 
was put in touch with a superintendent of 
schools. Shortly the officer was giving 
some of his spare time to going to various 
grade schools in the neighborhood of his 
home and handling the pupils in purdy 
physical training drills. 

The entire program turned out success- 
fully. Teachers were in favor of it. They 
approved of the procedure and of the re 
sults. The children were enthusiastic. 
‘he physical fitness of the children of the 
community was slowly improved. The 
contact of the Army with the civil popula 
tion was established. 

In two distinct ways the Army was ben- 
efited, the national defense program was 
benefited. People who had thought nothing 
or not at all of military officers found 
them useful friends who were able and 
willing to assist in valuable work. The 
military desire of increasing the physical 
efficiency of the civil population so as to 
remove in some measure the blot upon our 
national physique of a 50 per cent. unfit 
ness (demonstrated during the draft) was 
also furthered. 

This instance is related not merely be 
cause it is interesting. It is a valuable 
example which could well be followed whet- 
ever opportunity permits. 

If every officer stationed at a_ place 
where he can be of use in assisting in giv 
ing physical training to the grade school 
pupils of the neighborhood would do the 
same it would be to the advantage of the 
Army as a whole. There is almost no hope 
at all of remuneration of any sort in this 
work. It must be undertaken from other 
motives. The officer who volunteers to 40 
this may improve his own standing in the 
community as a good citizen. He will aid 
the reputation of the Army. He will also 
get a regular amount of exercise himself, 
which many officers on duty with Reserves 
and R.O.T.C. and National Guard find dif 
ficult to obtain. Also there will be a com- 
tinually growing generation of youths and 
children who are acquainted with Army 
men and friendly with them, all of which 
will redound to the benefit of the estab 
lishment. 

In the instance cited the demand for 
such work in the neighborhood mention 
became so great that the officer in que> 
tion had to farm out some of his assigi 
ments to advanced students in the 
T.C. under his direction. He got the col- 
lege boys out doing the same sort of thing. 
in much the same spirit as so many other 
college students for many collegiate gener 
ations have been doing volunteer settle 
ment and social service work. : 

It makes no difference if he appear him 
self, or through his deputies. The phys! 
cal training given is the military physica 
training. The military has made another 
desirable contact with the civilian popul® 
tion on which the military depends for les 
islative control and financial support. 

“Doubling in brass” was the phrase colt

In this man- 
per, among the rising generations, we can 
gdvantageously apply the principles enun- 
sated many years ago by the officer then 
i command at Columbus Barracks, who 
aid: “The most far-reaching and satis- 
factory form of personal advertising is 
ecured by making everybody one’s agent.” 


The Call of the Pacific 
the Springfield Reporter, Spring- 
field, Vt.) 


HE Bellows Falls Times, in an article 

printed on the editorial page of the Aug. 
% issue, asks if military discipline tends 
to deprave the soldier instead of making 
him a better man. This is an old ery of 
the pacifist, and the Reporter strongly dis- 
agrees With this statement printed in the 
Times. 

Modern military discipline does not “‘de- 
prave”’ a man. “Deprave” is defined by 
Webster as “to make bad.”’ American his- 
tory does not tell us that some of Ameri- 
ca’s greatest men were bad, although they 
were soldiers. What names can be recalled 
in America’s history of famuus soldiers, 
famous statesmen and the like that were 
or are bad? 

The Times, in the article 
goes on to quote,the chief 
oficer of the American Legion. The Times 
announces that this official states that 
“the average man that went into the war 
was peace-loving up to that time. Sud- 
denly he was taken from his pursuits and 
made to become a_ bloodthirsty animal, 
taught to ruthlessly kill and with killing 
his principal work. Then, after months of 
killing and bloodshed, the tocsin of peace 
was sounded and the soldier was told that 
he once more was a free man to take up 
again his peaceful mode of living. But 
that could not be done immediately. Some 
of the men had killed until killing became 
a habit. They had been cared for with 
that as their only occupation until it was 
hard for them to return to former ways 
of living and take upon themselves once 
more the task of being good citizens.” 

What a bloodthirsty lot the soldiers are, 
according to this quotation. It seems in- 
credible that such bloodthirsty men as the 
former and present American soldiers 
should be allowed to roam at large. Prob- 
ably they wouldn’t if some of our pacifist 
fiends had their own way. It seems, 
however, that some of the American na- 
tion’s highest officials haven’t agreed with 
What this chief rehabilitation officer and 
Bellows Falls Times claim. Peace-loving 
Theodore Roosevelt, jr., became a soldier 
during the World War. According to 
above quoted theory he musc have become 
“bloodthirsty.” On his return to America, 
however, he was the choice of President 
Harding for Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy.

that if America had been prepared in 1917

From the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
Sept. 26, 1863: 

“We suppose it is useless attempting to 
conceal the fact that the course of Adm. 
Dahlgren during the whole progress of the 
attack of the rebel defenses of Charleston 
harbor has excited very marked and uni- 
versal dissatisfaction. From first to last 
he has done next to nothing. What the 
cause of this may be we do not pretend ot 
fathom. Adm. Dahlgren is an able offi- 
cer—at least an able bureau officer. For 
such a task as that before him in Charles- 
ton harbor, however, it needs more than 
this qualification. It needs great skill, 
great resources, great intrepidity and first- 
class pluck and seamanship. Adm. Dahl- 
gren may possess all these mental char- 
acteristics in the highest degree; but if so, 
he has hid them under a bushel. If he 
has them not, he ought not to be there; 


and if he has them and still has not used | 


them, he ought a fortiori not to be there. 
What is worse is, that every energy seems 
to be neutralized by a want of co-opera- 
tion between the land and naval forces. 
Now, if ever there was an occasion when 
it was absolutely necessary that the two 
arms should work, heartily and harmoni- 
ously together it is this. The attack last 
April failed because it was a purely na- 
val one, unsupported by the land force; 
the present attack drags out in wearisome 
delay, because the land force is working 
without the aid of the Navy. This fatal 
spell, from whatever cause it may arise, 
should be made to cease. We are, happily 
rich in naval genius. There is the grand 
old Viking, Farragut, whose “iron hearts 
in wooden walls” ran the fiery gauntlet be- 
low New Orleans. There is Dupont, too, 
the skilful and brave, whose attack on 
Sumter albeit unsuccessful, remains one 
of the most brilliant pieces of naval au- 
dacity on record. Why should our iron 
fleet lie idle as “painted ships upon a 
painted ocean,” when such men _ stand 
ready to carry it into glory?’ 

From the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
Sept. 26, 1863: 

“A general order from Gen. Schofield, 
dated Sept. 17, 1863, declares that, here- 
after, martial law will be rigidly enforced 
throughout the Department of the Mis- 
souri, against all persons who shall, in any 
manner, encourage mutiny, insubordina- 
tion, or disorderly conduct, or endeavor to 
create dissatisfaction among troops, and 
against all persons who shall publish or 
utter publicly words calculated to excite 
insurrection or lawless acts among the 
people; or who shall publish falsehoods or 
misrepresentations of facts, calculated to 
embarrass or weaken the military authori- 
ties, or in any manner to interfere with 
them in the discharge of their duties.” 


Sale of Ships to be Scrapped 
Under Limitation Treaty 


HE Navy Department announced on 

Sept. 9 that twenty-one battleships and 
battle cruisers to be eliminated from the 
U.S. Navy, in accordance with the terms 
of the Treaty for the Limitation of Arma- 
ment, will be sold for salvage, under sealed 
proposals, each ship to be sold as a whole 
and to be scrapped by the purchaser with- 
in eighteen months from the date of rati- 
fication of the treaty, which became effec- 
tive Aug. 17, 1923. 

The vessels are to be sold in four lots, 
the sales to be held and bids opened on 
Oct. 25, Nov. 1, Nov. 8, and Nov. 30. All 
bids should be addressed to Officer-in- 
Charge, Sale of Naval Vessels, Room 1008, 
Navy Department, 17th and B streets, 
Washington, D.C. All bids must be re- 
ceived by eleven o'clock a.m., Eastern 
Standard time, on the dates of sale. 

A list of the vessels to be sold appeared 


in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of Aug. 
25 last. 

“The final changes and ratification of 
the Limitation of Armament Treaty took 
place on Aug. 17, 1923. The United 
States Navy, therefore, is faced with the 
problem of arranging to sell for salvage, 
at the earliest practicable date, the ves- 
sels designated to be disposed of under the 
treaty. The co-incident sale of the ships 
so designated,” said Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt, “‘will be the largest of 
its kind ever arranged. Under the terms 
of the treaty, these vessels can neither be 
continued as warships nor used as mer- 
chant ships. Therefore, they can only be 
sold for scrap. The materials used in 
their construction are of the very highest 
grade. Their sale will render available 
large amounts of ship-plates, armor and 
other material suitable for commercial 
purposes. It will furnish an opportunity 
for the purchase of large quantities of 
steel and other materials, and therefore, 
should be of great interest not only to the 
builders and the metal trades, but to all 
concerned in the purchase and sale of 
scrap materials. 

“In other countries, notably Great Brit- 
ain, the industry of ‘ship-breaking’ has 
long been established. This industry is 
yet in its infancy in America. The De- 
partment believes the forthcoming sale 
may well establish such an industry on a 
sound basis in this country. We feel con- 
fident that these sales will be successful, 
and that their result will be not only to 
aid materially the Government in carry- 
ing out the provisions of the treaty, but 
possibly to be instrumental in establish- 
ing a new industry.” 


Demand Justice for 
Retired Officers 


T is now assured that the Order of the 

World War will take up the cause of the 
retired officers of the Army and Navy and 
Marine Corps who are. discriminated 
against through the operation of Sec. 17 of 
the Pay act. Under this provision it will 
be recalled that officers who were on the 
retired list on June 20, 1922, draw a lower 
rate of pay than those who have been re- 
tired at subsequent dates. 

The first action by the Order of the 
World War was a resolution passed by the 
District of Columbia branch of the order 
at a meeting held Sept. 18. The meeting 
was attended by high ranking officers from 
the Army and Navy who enthusiastically 
applauded the resolution when it was 
adopted.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


A member of the Naval Reserve Forces, who 
is not brought before the examining board, is 
entitled to retainer pay from the date his rec- 
ords were completed and submitted to the 
board. He stands legally qualified for con- 
firmation from the date his records were com- 
pleted, although the board in the course of its 
examination of the records may not have de- 
termined until months later that he was 80 
qualified. , (Sept. 7, 1923.) 

Payment ve ypote to claimant, transferred 
to Class 2, N.R.F., as provisional lieuten- 
ant and pe ae lieutenant, junior grade, in 
the confirmed rating from Nov. 19, 1919, while 
the settlement held he was entitled to retainer 
in the confirmed rating only from Oct. 11, 


pay 
1920, the date the Confirmation Board re- 
ported him qualified for confirmation in said 


rank and grade. Claimant having been a for- 
mer officer of the Navy was entitled to enrol- 
ment in the Naval Reserve Force by reason 
thereof, and the action of ine examining board 
was for the purpose of determining physical 
fitness only; having had previous service from 
April 6, 1917, he is entitled to retainer pay 
from said date. (Sept. 7, 1923.) 

Upon settlement disallowing commutation of 
quarters, heat and light on the report of the 
War Department that public quarters were 
available and were occupied by him, claimant 
requested review on the ground that for the 
period in question he was on duty in the field 
by virtue of orders providing that his organi- 
zation would pass from garrison to field status 
for said period, during which his dependents 
were not occupying public quarters: Held, that 
whatever the military effect or significance of 
such order, there is no field duty within the 
meaning of Sec. 6, act of June 10, in time of 
peace in the home country for officers of the 
Army, the term contemplating, as there used, 
actual military operations against an enemy 
and not field training-in preparation therefor. 
(Sept. 8, 1923.) 

Where, at Camp Benning, a tent is tendered 
claimant as public quarters and declined by 
him as inadequate, and he, with the consent 
of the commanding general, resides in quarters 
rented by himself in a near-by town, he is not 
entitled to commutation of quarters, heat and 
light since, according to par. 230, General Or- 


ders, Circulars and Bulletins of the War De 
partment, 1881-1915, the term ‘‘public quar- 
ters is to be construed as embracing tent 


quarters, and when serving under conditions 
where tent quarters are furnished commutation 
cannot accrue, and public quarters were there- 
fore available for claimant’s occupancy. (Sept. 
8, 1923.) 

Where a naval officer is not in receipt of 
mileage or entitled to reimbursement of actual 
expenses of travel, he is entitled to rental al- 
lowance when a necessary period of delay be- 
tween detachment from one station and as- 
signment to a new station, as public quarters 
are not available for him, and his dependents 
are not during such period in the occupancy 
of public quarters. During the period covered 
by the present claim the officer’s dependent 
did, in faet, occupy public quarters, and he is 
not therefore entitled to the rental allowance 
while awaiting the arrival of the naval vessel 
to which he has been assigned. Sept. 12,

There were no conspicuous developments 
during the last week. Underlying conditions 
continue to follow the same general trend that 
has been in effect for some time. Commodity 
prices, on the whole, remain firm and advances 
outnumber declines. There was some profit- 
taking in the grain markets, but not of serious 
proportions. oreign news is still mixed and 
it is difficult to make a great deal out of it. 
This has been true for so long that American 
business men no longer give great weight to 
reports of an imminent settlement, or other- 
wise, of the Franco-German problem, especially. 
There is a good deal of fireworks in Italy, but 
these are taken generally as simply the demon- 
stations they are intended to be. 

Notwithstanding a rather uneventful week, 
security prices developed marked weakness, 
The writer of this column has not been favor- 
ably impressed by the character of the recov- 
ery which took during August, princi- 
pally because of the extraordinarily small 
turnover throughout that: period which indi- 
cated an absence of healthy buying. Recom- 
mendations for some time have been confined 
to sound securities for investment purposes 

rimarily, coupled with the advice to let specu- 
lative stocks alone, save railroads. nder 
market conditions such as obtained during Au- 
gust and the first week in September, a sub- 
stantial technical reaction was almost inevita- 
ble. Frankly, the reaction was of greater pro- 
portions than anticipated. The fact that sales 
increased materially on the down-swing is not 
encouraging to those who speculate on the long 
side for quick profits. 

What the immediate future holds for the 
market is doubtful. Judging from a purely 
technical standpoint the reaction may go fur- 
ther. The public aas not been in the market 


to any extent since the July break and it is 
improbable that they will come in for the time 
being. What professional traders, who have 
made the market for several weeks past, will 
do with it none but themselves know. 

By comparison, 


the rails acted far better 


than any other group. From the high of last 
Tuesday to the low of saturday the total 
breadth of the average loss for the twenty-five 
railroad stocks used in compiling the New 
York Times Index was 2.63 points. During 
the same time twenty-five industrials lost, on 
the average, 5.54 points. This is the reflection 
of a more stable outlook for the railroads, in 
part, and also due to the fact that railroad 
shares have not occupied a very prominent 
place among the speculative holdings of people 
who are active in the market. The better 
grade of railroad shares do not often change 
hands in large quantities and those in the 
speculative group are evidently lodged among 
professionals who are looking for substantially 
higher prices before letting them go. 

In connection with the program of the Amer- 
ican Railway Association to reduce the number 
of freight cars awaiting repairs to 5 per cent. 
of the total, and the number of locomotives to 
15 per cent. of the total, by Oct. 1, the an- 
nouncement is made that on Sept. 1 the per- 
centage of unserviceable freight cars was 7.7 
and of unserviceable locomotives 14.7. Thus 
the state of repair of locomotives is already 
beyond the ideal set, and freight cars is al- 
most to the goal. This means that extraordi- 
nary expenditures for maintenance of equip- 
ment are fast approaching cultailment and sub- 
stantial increases in net revenues may be 
looked for. Car loadings, meanwhile, have 
registered a new high mark. For the week 
ended Sept. 1 there were 1,092,567 cars loaded 
with revenue freight, against 961,633, the pre- 
vious high record in the same week, which 
occurred in 1920. Car loadings are, of course, 
the primary source of income and new records 
in traffic mean new records in gross revenues. 

There has been no change in the funda- 
mental strength of the railroad situation, and 
for both investment and speculation railroad 
shares are favored.

Scientists and 
other observers on the ground who were 
endeavoring to view this solar phenomenon 
were prevented from seeing anything of 
the eclipse, due to the cloudy weather con- 


ditions. 
A VERY considerable improvement has 
been noted in the torpedo scores of the 
submarines stationed on the West coast, 
through the close co-operation between the 
aircraft and the undersea boats.

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Army Polo Team 
Defeats British 


AFTER three exciting and * brilliantly 

played games of polo between picked 
teams from the British and United States 
Armies on the beautiful field of the 
Meadowbrook Club, Westbury, Long Is- 
land, N.Y., for the world’s military cham- 
pionship, the team from the United States 
Army won the deciding game on Sept. 18 
by a score of 10 to 3, which secured them 
victory and the championship. 

The United States Army team was made 
up of Maj. Arthur H. Wilson, Maj. John 
K. Herr, Lt. Col. Lewis Brown, jr., all 
of the Cavalry, and Maj. Louie A. Beard, 
Q.M. Corps. ; 

The victors had to fight hard for their 
honors and exercise the utmost ability, 
daring and judgment against their excep- 
skilful and worthy opponents, 
and winning from such a team famous as 
was the British for its dexterity, makes 
the victory of the United States Army 
team all the more praiseworthy and no- 
table. The attendance at all three games 
ran into thousands and the spectators, 
which included Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
National Guard, Reservists, prominent 
civilians and society people from near and 
far evinced the greatest enthusiasm at the 
exciting and brilliant playing, which was 
considered by experts to rank as a whole 
as the best contested games ever played 
in the United States. 

The first game played on Sept. 12 was 
won by the United States Army team by 
a score of 10 to 7, as told in the account 
in the ARMY AND Navy JourNnaL of Sept. 
15. The second game was won by the 
British team by a score of 12 to 10, and 
the third game, as noted above, was won 
by the United States Army team by the 
score of 10 to 3. The latter made 10 
points in each of the three games, an ag- 
gregate of 30. The British aggregate was 
22 points. 





The Second Game. 


The second game showed most brilliant play- 
ing on both sides. Up to the seventh period 
it was nip and tuck between the two teams, 
and then the break came which put the British 
team ahead, and despite the most skillful play- 
ing of the U.S. Army team, it could not avoid 
defeat. The cadets from the U.S.M.A., Gen. 
John J. Pershing, U.S.A., and Maj. Gen. R. L. 
Bullard, U.S.A., were among the thousands of 
. [mame and interested spectators on Sept. 


The British team was the first to score. Col. 
Melville took the toss-in and with a forehand 
pass to Maj. Hurndall sent the ball to within 
striking distance of the goal. The latter at 
once counted, in less than a minute after the 
game started. Maj. Wilson, the U.S.A. No. 1, 
was on top of. the ball at the resumption of 
play. scoring with clean drives and evening the 
count at 1—1. 

A few seconds later Great Britain regained 
its lead. Maj. Atkinson picking the ball out 
of a scrimmage and counting from the thirty- 
yard line. Before the gong sounded he shot 
the sphere flying between the uprights to put 
the British team ahead at 3 to 1. 

Lt. MeCreery of the British team was thrown 
at the start of the second period, and while 
he was regaining his seat Col. Brown, U.S.A., 
picked up the ball and sent it through the 
posts, eighty yards away. Lt. McCreery made 
a beautiful stroke under his pony, but the 
ball was inches wide of the posts. However, 
Maj. Beard, U.S.A., knocked it into play again. 
and Col. Melville, catching the ball, carried 
it through. 

Maj. Wilson, U.S.A., a few minutes later, 
taking the ball near his own posts, speeded 
toward the opposite end of the field, outdis- 
tancing his pursuers and. with clean, accurate 
strokes, sent the ball straight through the Brit- 
ish goal. 

In the third chukker the ball during the 
terrific play was sent back and forth with 
powerful drives. but each time either an oppo- 
nent intercepted it and carried it down the 
field. only to be checked himself. or the final 
drive went wide of its mark, the U.S.A. missing 
by inches more than once. Finally Col. Mel- 
ville of the British team scored again, and 
when the gong rang the British team was once 
more in the lead bv three points, 5—2. 

At the start of the fourth period Maj. Wilson 
broke loose from the field, but Maj. Atkinson 
eut in on one of his dashes and sent the ball 
wide of the posts for a safetv. On the shot 
that followed Col. Melville blocked the ball and 
sent it back to midfield, but again Maj. Wilson 
with a perfect pass to Col. Brown placed the 
U.S.A. to within one point of the British team.

Hurndall put 
the British team into a one-point lead, but the 
U.S.A. again evened the count, Maj. 
passing to Maj. Herr, who scored. Just be- 
fore the half ended Maj. Herr sent the U.S.A. 
inte the lead, 7—6. with another drive. 

At the start of the second half Maj. Wilson 
carried the ball through the posts, the U.S.A. 
leading by two goals, but Maj. Hurndall cut 
the lead to one point when he drove accurately 
from the forty-vard mark. Finally (ol. Brown, 
taking the ball in midfield. raced away from 
his opponents and sent it through the uprights, 
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the period ending with the U.S.A. ahead at 
9—7T 


At the start of the sixth period neither team 
seemed able to get within striking distance, but 
toward half time the ball was left free near the 
British goal, and again Maj. Wilson sent the 
ball through the uprights. As the chukker 
neared its close Maj. Atkinson cut down the 
U.S. Army lead to two with a lifting stroke 
that cleared the upraised mallets of three U.S.A. 
representatives, and when he tallied again as 
the gong rang the score was 10—9. 

Col. Melville evened the count at the start 
of the seventh period, barely missed scoring 
for the British. Maj. Wilson broke loose with 
a clear field, but was caught and checked by 
Maj. Atkinson. Then a foul on Haj. Herr gave 
the British a free drive at goal, and Maj. Atkin- 
son’s aerial drive was uncheckable, the British 
going into the lead, 11—10. 

The U.S. Army for the final seven and one- 
half minutes of play made a desperate and 
gallant struggle to overcome the odds. Maj. 
Hurndall sent the ball through the posts a short 
time before the game ended, and the British 
team then won the second game of the series, 
12 to 10.

The Third Game. 


The third game was probably the hardest rid- 

ing game that has been played on the Meadow 
Brook Field, and at times the players were 
battling so furiously that they overrode the ball, 
leaving it in a critical position from which goals 
were scored at times. For the winners Majs. 
Brown and Herr were the stars as far as goal 
making went, each scoring four times. Maj. 
Wilson played a brilliant game, covering Maj. 
Lovett and letting his team mates do the scor- 
ing. 
The U.S. Army victory was achieved through 
a change of strategy that seemed to amaze the 
British team. Instead of feeding all their scor- 
ing chances to the miracle-performing Maj. 
(“Jingle”) Wilson, instructor of equitation at 
West Point, as in the two other games, the 
U.S. Army officers distributed their opportuni- 
ties. Maj. Wilson's especial job was to play off 
Maj. V. E. Lockett, who appeared in the British 
line for the first time in the series, at No. 4. 
He has been out of the game because of an in- 
jured ankle. This change in the teim was con- 
sidered by some to be a bad move. 

The U.S. Army team started off with the scor- 
ing, making two goals in the first chukker. In 
the second both sides scored. In the third the 
U.S. Army scored once and twice in the fourth, 
making the half U.S.A. 6, Britain 1. The 
British scored in the fifth and seventh, and 
the U.S. Army scored twice in the seventh and 
eighth chukkers. 

In the seventh chukker the British seemed 
to play with even greater recklessness and skill 
than they had yet shown. Maj. Herr had just 
made the seventh U.S.A. goal. ‘The British 
had two. Abruptly Lt. Col. Melville emerged 
from a scrimmage with the ball, and riding free 
of the field made his score with a series of off 
and nigh side shots, ending with an aerial that 
sailed high above the goal posts. Promptly 
afterward Maj. Wilson restored the margin and 
the British did not score again.

mories. The show at Rochester was one 
of the most successful affairs which has 
been held in recent years. The Army was 
well represented at the show by officers 
from Fort Myer and also by Maj. Barry's 
small nucleus of horses preparing for the 
Olympie Games. The rought riding squad 
from the 3d Cavalry, Fort Myer, Va.. gave 
a number of exhibitions of their daring 
and skillful riding. Col. Vidmer was most 
enthusiastic over the condition of the Na- 
tional Guard armories which he inspected, 
and both men and animals were in excel- 
lent shape. The summer training which 
the different squadrons have recently com- 
pleted showed that they had profited great- 
ly during the brief period and their esprit 
and morale was exceptionally high. 


National Guard Notes 


HE 10th Infantry, N.Y.N.G., with 

headquarters at Albany, returned on 
Sept. 9 from its tour of field duty at 
Peekskill. It was met at the railroad sta- 
tion by Governor Smith and Mayor Hack- 
ett and several other state and city offi- 
cers, who marched with it to its armory, 
where the Governor and the Mayor made 
speeches of congratulation to the men be- 
fore dismissal. The regiment made a high 
record in range work. ‘There were 446 
qualifications with the rifle, 127 with the 
pistol and 263 (100 per cent.) with the 
machine gun. The 10th is the largest reg- 
iment in the state, having 1,349 officers 
and men.

Gen. Richards Home 
from Inspection Trip 


AJ. GEN. GEORGE C. RICKARDS, 

Chief of the Militia Bureau, War De. 
partment, returned to Washington on 
Sept. 16 from an inspection trip during 
which he visited ten states, whose forces 
are all practically western and mid-conti- 
nent troops. The general was _ highly 
pleased with the results of the summer 
training camps and at the great progress 
which the National Guard is making ip 
its organization and training. At practi- 
cally every town where he stopped he 
was asked to make addresses, not only to 
the officers and men training in the vari- 
ous camps, but before civic bodies and busi- 
ness men’s organizations on the occasion 
of a number of luncheons and dinners. In 


es upon his trip the general 
said : 

rm found the western National Guard 
units are exceptionally well organized. 


My opinion of western troops has mate- 
rially changed as a resuk of my visit. I 
feel assured that Texas will complete her 
division in a way that will make our east- 
ern organizations look to the laurels they 
have held for so many years. The only 
thing lacking I found in the organization 
of a division made up of two or more 
states is the co-operation of those states 
in the selection of their division comman- 
der and staffs. Realizing that this is a 
very radical change from former policies, 
I can readily see that it will take time to 
harmonize these things, but I feel assured 
they are going to work out in accordance 
with the policies that have been adopted. 

“My visit shows that we are not oaly 
enlisting personnel for the National Guard, 
but also enlisting the interest of citizens 
generally in the Army. Nor is thig inter- 
est confined, as is largely presumed, ex- 


clusively to the business interests. It em- 
braces the citizenship generally. 
“In addition to National Guard units 


I visited Regular Army posts located ia 
the vicinity of National Guard encamp- 
ments and found the personnel of the Reg- 
ular Establishment, both commissioned 
and enlisted, co-operating to the greatest 
extent in the training of the citizen sol- 
diery of all branches. 

“That the states are intensively inter- 
ested, especially in their National Guard, 
is proven by their efforts to provide ade- 
quate training reservations and other fa- 


cilities for their troops, which in some 
cases involve the expenditure of many 
thousands of dollars. 

“The recent inspections made by offi- 


cers of the Militia Bureau and my own 
personal inspection has convinced me of 
the wisdom of the adopted policies for the 
organization of the National Guard. I 
feel assured the money is being expended 
in the right direction.”

MORE PRACTICAL WORK DESIRED 
FOR B.0. 


To THE EpITor: 


EVERAL hundred Organized Reserve 

officers have now returned from camps 
in their various ¢orps areas. Nearly every 
one of them tells hig friends he had a good 
time, and. generally speaking, he did. But 
not one of them commanded anything. 

For the administrative or supply staff 
officer whose duties in war will be largely 
similar to his daily work in civil life the 
camp must have been of great benefit. The 
lawyer with high rank in the J.A.G. de- 
partment ; the banker as a colonel, Finance, 
O.R.C.; the field officer of Ordnance—all 
of these must have enjoyed the good food, 
the interesting lectures, the simple tacti- 
cal problems without marks or grades on 
solutions and the compelte freedom from 
responsibility. 

Combat Reserve officers must haVe au- 
thority and responsibility commensurate 
with rank. ‘Training which fails to give 
these essential things is incomplete. Two 
weeks of personal contact, if only as mili- 
tary visitors, with the administrative and 
tactical activities of Regular or Natiozal 
Guard troop units in the field will do com- 
bat Reserve officers more good than the 
present scheme of training at Organized 
Reserve camps. 

If the “individual training” camps must 
be continued, and if the senior Reserve 
officers present are not competent to com- 
mand all juniors present, then let them be 
brought ‘before boards of their peers and 
eliminated. RESERVEX. 
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
